MEETING OF WOMEN HELD 


Theology and Doctrine Discussed 
at Morning Session of the 
Main Body. 


BY THE REV. DR W.B. NORTON. 

Toronto, Ont., Oct. 7. — [Specia].] —The 
Methodist Episcopal Ecumer, cal conference 
held only one session today, adjourning for 
the afternoon to enable the delegates and 
other specially invited guests to attend a 
garden party at Government house The 
wives and dcaughters of delegates were in- 
cludeé in the invitation. Lieut. Gov. Gibson 
and his wife were the host of the conference. 

The international committee of Methodist 
women, formed in London at the last session 
of the ecumenical conference in 1001. met 
this evening in the Elm Street church and 
discussed ‘“‘ Women's Work in World Wide 
Methodism.” Mrs. George O. Robin:ton of 
Detroit, president of the western section, 
presided. 

At the morning session of the conference 
the subjects ciscussed were ‘‘ The Theologt- 
ca] Heritage of Methocism,”’ * The Doctr.ne 
of Assurance,” and “ The Essentials of Ke- 
ligion According to John Wesiey.” 


Five Points of Methodism. 

“The five po.n.s of Caiv.n.sm have often 
been ciscussed,” said the Rev Milton 8. 
Terry ot Garrett Biblical institute, Evanston. 
* The five points of Methodism are these: All 
men are sinners. All menarereceemed. All 
men are called of God. All men who accept 
Christ are elected to be saved. All who per- 
severe unto the end by faith im Christ will 
be saved. 

‘Wesley was distingu'shed for his catho- 
licity and for his insistence on funca- 
mentals,” said Bishop E. E Hoss of Nash- 
ville. ‘*Some people think it is strange that 
in the twenty-five articles of religion to which 
all who un‘te with the Methodist church must 
subscribe, there is no mention of the peculiar 
doctr'ines which have differentiated the 
Methodist church from others. The reason 
{is that Wesley intenced these articles to be 
a bond of union between those who wicely 
differed on many questions, but who could 
come together on the fundamental facts of 
the scriptures. Thespec!al message of Meth- 
odist theology to the world is the immeciate- 
ness of God to the soul without the interven- 
tion of priest, sacrament, or rituai.”’ 


Wesley’s Division of Men. 

The Rev N. Burwash, chancellor of Vic- 
torla university. eaid: 

‘* Luther’s contribution to religious thought 
was the rediscovery of the doctrine of just!- 
fication by faith Weeley went a step fur- 
ther and taught salvation by faith A know- 
able salvation is now acknowledged by every 
evangelical church throughout the world 
Wesley, however, taught that it ts not suf- 
ficient to divide men into just two classes— 
saints and sinners. He clas#%ed them as 
the enemies of God, the se--ants of God and 
the children of God. The servants of God 
include those who are e“eavoring to do 
right. but who have ue. come Into a happy, 
Cefinite experience of knowing God in con- 
scious salvation.” 

The Rev. William Bradfield of Ilkley. Eng- 
land made a plea that Methodists should not 
forget that John Wesley came from the nigh 
church of England 

“ We have.” he sald “an inheritance from 
Catholicism The world cannot be converte! 
except by a full orbed Christianity. Protest 
antism has not always exhibited the humil'ty 
that it ought While we protest egainst 
ecclesiasticism and geuperstition we are no: 


to forget that we are the heirs of Francis of 
Assisi, Thomas a Kempis. and Frederick 
Faber.”

Peter Gentleman, brother of Wiliam

Enright. leader of labor sluggérs, also was 
found guilty on the same charge He has 
been in custody on sentence to serve from one 
to five years for attempted burglary. 

The men were taken into custody follow 
ing the refusa! of the Supreme court to issue 
a writ of supe. sedeas pending a motion fors 
new trial. The convictions were the result 
of the war between members of the United 
Association of Plumbers and the Interna- 
tional Association of Steamfitters. The mep 
are said to have been hired siluggers for the 
plumbers’ orgarization. 

Sister Makes Scene in Court.

16.—Some time in the '80s a viceroy from South 
China bought a plant for a steel mill. He 
probably had no more idea what he would 
do with it than if he had purchased a flying 
machine. He was one of those progressive 
Chinese who believe in laying in now and 
then for the good of their country some 
western invention or institution. 
Just why he decided on an iron works I 
have not been able to learn. It was his in- 
tention to set it up near Canton. Meanwhile 
he bad been transferred and he decided on 
Hanyang. Outof that frivolous purposegrew 
the Hanyang iron and steel works, one of the 
most extensive, destined perhaps to become 
the greatest in the world. es 
As I shall deliberately refrain from de- 
scribing the works, because I must assume 
that if you are interested In such things you 
have been to South Chicago. Joliet, or Gary. 
I begin at the beginning of the day's per- 
formance. This was at Mr. Archibald’s office, 
where we picked up our two faithful guides.

Filthiest District in World 

But this is not all. At the end of the bund 
we plunged acrogrs one of the oldest and most 
thickly settled districts, the.‘vilest, filthiest, 
and meanest and one of the most repulsive 
quarters I have ever seen in any city in any 
land Lepers are not uncommon. beggars a 
positive nuisance. It wouldn't be so bad if 
they didn't affect such awful rags and so 
much dirt as part of their makeup. 
In a narrow, busy street we met the fire 
department, a little bit better than anything 
we nave yet had in comic opera. It was 


a garden size hose reel were actually hustling. 
They were going almost as fast as coolies car- 
rying tea. Behind, in Indian file—for that's 
the only way Hankow streets may be trav- 
ersed—came a lot of boys wearing or put- 
ting on yellow “ slickers ”’ beautifully deco- 
rated with broad bands of blue ribbon which 
passed over the shoulders and crossed down 
in front. Each wore or carried a broad 
brimmed yellow helmet which would have 
served equally well an imperial bodyguard 
during the Han dynasty. 
The procession greatly amused the men of.

Boats Pack the River. 
At the edge of the Han river we engaged a 
sampan and made our way across and 
through hundreds and thousands of native 
craft of all sizes and descriptions.

Smokestacks ahead of us. We might be ap- 
proaching Pittsburgh. 
I do not know how many acres the plant 
covers. Until recently it was all swamp. 
The works lie at the foot of a long. sharp 
ridge which boasts an old temple; the learned 
once came here to meditate, now they come 
to look down at the new monster and get 
covered with soot.

Plant Employs 7,000 Men. 

Here is a stee! plant which employs 7,000 
men. Six thousand nine hundred and sixty- 
six of them are Chinese. The majority of 
the labor comes from Canton way. The 
people in this vicinity haven't quite reached 
the industrial stage, though they are rapidly 
coming to it. The Cantonese come up hereto 
make money. They don't care how they 
live. This accounts for much of tuc squalor 
we saw across the river in Hankow. People 
will cleam up when they get some money 
ahead. ‘They will begin to live after tney 
have acquired a stake. 

It is a radical departure from the old sys- 
tem of living. The man in the mills. it seems 


intelligent, than the coolle of the street. He 
may only move a lever, but he is part of a 
great machine; he has a broader outlook 
than the man who carries tea or brown sugar 
wrapped up in mat bags. | was surprised at 
the number of young men about the works. 
I should say the average age is 2. 

The few Europeans employed, chiefly Bel- 
gians or French, with a few Germans, are in 
the chemical and testing laboratories. They- 
are there not because there aré no Chinese 
who can do the work but because Chinese 
with sufficient intelligence who have turned 
their back on the old way of living and think- 
ing. who actually get right down to the de- 
tails and stick to it. are not yet abundant. 
The secretary, Mr. Yen received his techni- 
cal training in an American university. 


Whole Works a Shock. 

The whole works, from beginning to end, ts 
a shock. It is a shock to see so many Chi- 
’ nese handling tools. controlling mighty dy- 
namos—for nearly all the machinery is run 
by electricity. But it is an even greater 
shock, perhaps, to see these Chinese making 
steel. rails. Seemingly there is nothing In the 
way of a steel rail. from the heaviest de- 
muanded by the modern railroad to the light- 
est for ore cars in the mines, that this 
It is 
still, in a way, in its infancy, having only 
started to build twenty-one years ago. It 
has been practically rebuilt since then. 

Many of its earlier appliances. its Besse- 
mer plant, fcr instance, have been replaced by 
more modern apparatus. But the time seems 
near at hand when the main plant with its 
auxiliaries will supply every demand which 
China has for manufactured steel and tron. 
its specialties at present are pig iron. ingot 
n.olds, slab molds, blooms, slabs, billets. and 
sleet bars, round and square steel, flat bars. 
eheets and plates equal and unequal angl¢s. 
tees, beams, channels, bulb plates. and rail- 
way material. We saw a monstrous boiler 
nearing completion, destined for an ocean 
going ship, railway material, engine wheels, 
rails, etc., for the Hankow-Canton railway. 
And, better or worse than al] that, tons of 
pig iron for the United States. 


Pig Iron for United States. 

This is trade with China with a vengeance. 
A few weeks ago the Western Steel corpora- 
tion of Seattle closed a fifteen year con- 
tract with the Hankow Stee) and Iron works 
for a minimum of 86.000 tons, which may, at 
the option of the buyer, be extended to 100.- 
000 tons of pig iron and ore a year. The 
Dollar Steamship company is to carry the 
freight. That comoany at present hasn't 
enough ships. So it will double its fleet, buy- 
ing new vessels in England. And they will, 
naturally but lawfully, fy the British flag. 
That's one way to make trade with the 
orient. I was told that this iron works has 
sold steels rails to the United States. But 
I could find no record of the transaction in. 
our consulate. 

We are dealing here with a concern with 


| immense possibilties. By which I do not 


mean to disparage its present capacity. Last 
year it put out over 150.000 tons of rig iron; 
in 1909, 94,000 tons. Even in 1907 the output 
was 37/006 tons. 1,500 of which went to New 
York ‘ie the Suez canal. The company | 
owns its own coal fieids and ore deposits. 
The coal flelds are about 290 miles up the 
river, with an estimated capacity of 1,000,000 
tons a year for the next 500 years. Seventy 
miles down the river and seventeen miles in- 
land are the ore deposits, with an estimated 
capacity of 1,000,000 tons yearly for the next 
100 years. The ore Is said to be of excellent ; 
quality, possessing © per cent of metallic 
iron. 

The coke and ore is brought to the works 
in junks and barges. This is a short haul 
for China. But, better than that, is—com- 
pared with our standards—the insignificant 
price of labor. The average laborer receives 
10 cents a day, which is fairly good wages 
for China. Skilled labor ranges from 20 
cents to 3) cents a day. Similar rates of 
wages are paid in the mines. Last year the 
coal output was fiearly 700.000 tons; of iron 
ore, nearly 500,000 tons. 


Big Demand for Steel. 
The company faces an immediate demand 
for ore and pig iron In the United States and 
Japan, to say nothing of China. Within its 
grasp is the great commerce in steel prod- > 
ucts which is certain to follow the exten- 
sion of railway building in China. Just 
beyond the compeny’s plant is an imperial 
arsenal. manufacturing high grade ordnance. 
Down the river on the Hankow side is the 
Hankow Engine works, now in its third 
year. It has already undertaken to build

New Yorker in London Predicts 
Election of Democratic 
President. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
LONDON, Oct. 7.—Nathan Straus, who 
left New York on Aug. 22 for Berlin as the 
sole delegate appointed by President Taft 
to represent the United States at the inter- 
national congress for the protection of in- 
fantile life, sailed for home on the Baltic 
on Thursdgy, accompanied by Mrs. Straus. 
He said he was disappointed with the re- 
sult of the Berlin conference, the chief fea- 
ture of which was a great deal of talk and 
little progress. 

Turning to the Turko-Itallan war Mr 
Straus said it was strange in the twentieth 
century that such thing is possible. 

“I hope the nations. of the world will 
get together and stop war and take some 
of the money spent on the munitions of war 
to wipe out tuberculosis, which is costing 
about 1,000,000 lives annually. i read that 
a monument is about to he erected to the 
Cuban doctor who discovered an antidote for 
typhoid by vaccination thirty years ago and 
and the reaib value of which the medica! 
faculty has just discovered. 


Slow to Credit Discovery. 

** That's about the time it takes for them to 
realize the value of a discovery that will 
save the lives of thousands of persons. Ifa 
man leads a fleet in action and destroys 
thousands of his fellow beings he gets his 
reward in monuments, medals, and gold with- 
in a few months, besides receiving the plaud-

“The fight against consumption in Eng- 
iand is making slow progress, but Lady 
Aberdeen in Ireland is doing wonderful 
work.”’ ; 

Mention of the reciprocity measure which 
Canada defeated elicited the opinion from 
Mr. Straus that the defeat is only temporary 
* because the situation between the two 
countries calls for a commercial alllance, 
they having many interests in common.” 


Annexation Caused the Defeat. 

Mr. Straus believes the scare of annexa- 
tion was the primary reason for the defeat. 

“Do you think it has done harm to the 
Republican party?’ was asked. 

‘ Yes, it undoubtedly means a setback for 
Taft and the election of a Democratic presi- 
dent. in 1912," Mr. Straus replied. 

‘‘Whom do you think will be elected?’ 

“Well. it rests between Wilson, Harmon, 
and Champ Clark. I’m not well versed ‘in 
politics, most of my time being given to the 
pure milk crusade, but I should say it would 
be one of the first two named. Clark is rather 
tco fiery for the conservative element of the 
Democratic party, who don't want another 
Bryan.”’

TARIFF THE CHIEF’ PERIL. 


Canada’s Action on Reciprocity Praised

Balfour fired the first gun in Congervative op- 
position to what may be termed tha second 
act of “the revolution " before an immense 
meeting of the Unionist association this aft-* 
ernoon.

Strong factional opposition to his leader- 
ship, which was kindled by his advice to the 
lords to accept the veto bill, has accused 
him particularly of weakness on the tariff 
reform issue, and his announcement on this 
point was important. He came out strongly 
for imperial preference. 


Lauds Example of Canada. 

**T hope.” said Mr. Balfour, “that our 
people will find the spirit in which we must 
approach this question in the broad decision 
reached by the Canadian people. The Ca- 
nadian decision extenced far beyond the 
borders of Canada, and must have beneficial 
results for the empire at large. The decision 
of Canada shows how impossible it is to 
maintain the present system of things. 

“Our colonies are not believers in the 
system spoken of as free trade. Unless this 
country meets the situation we will have 
Cenada, Australia, New Zealand, and other 
great cemmunities making their separate 
commercial tariffs with other countries. 


Fears a Tariff Disadvantage. 

“ This country will awake some fine morn- 
ing to find that these great communities, 
loyal as they are, have instituted a system 
of tariffs in which we wil! find ourselves at 
a disadvantage. Such a state of affairs must 
have a fatal effect upon the unity of the 
British empire.”

‘Rebellion’ Da ring Play 
Depicting Big Problem. 


By Burns Mantle. 

New York.—[Special Correspondence.]—After “ Rebellion,” 
the explosion! Joseph Medill Patterson, daring to do a courage 
ous thing, last Tuesday offered New York a play of contempo 
rary life in a Chicago flat with hardly a laugh in it and so com- 
pletely flabbergasted his first New York audience that it sat in 
mute wonderment through the four acts of the play and then filed 
silently into the street looking for the answer. 

Next day the reviewers were kind enough to agree that the 
Chicago author had written a big play on a big theme; that with 
unquestioned sincerity and an unusual insight he had grappled 
with a common problem and solved it effectively and logically 
according to his conscience. But It was heavy with the 
gloom of the sordid conditions it pictured. It placed the burden 


of analysis and menta! conflict on the tired business party, and 
therefore its value as theatrica! entertainment was immediately 
questioned, 

The theme of Mr, Patterson’s play—the refusa) of the Roman 
Catholic church to countenance divorce—has been freely die 
cussed in Tue TRisunz columns since its trial performances is 
Kansas City last spring, and it is unnecessary to repeat that die 
cussion here. It may be said, however, that not within the last 
decade has any playwright so boldly or so convincingly attacked 
so serious and vital a phase of the divorce problem as he has 
done in “ Rebellion.” It is, even as the New York reviewers 
charged, a monotone in deep gray edged with forbidding biack, 
but it is sincere and human to the core, It neither begs the ques- 
tion nor asks your kind appiause for the false sentiment of the 
stage world. It offers with the simplicity and directness of the 
Ibsenic school an uncompromising picture of tenement life sur 
rounding the spiritual! contlict of one woman fighting for the free 
dom of her immorta! soul. It piles up with an almost overpower 
ing reientiessness a series of impressive dramatic situations that 
at the close of the third act leave the audience fairly stunned 
with their tragedy and unanswerable truth. 

When the young wife, returned to her drunken husband on his 
latest promise to reform, stands at the crib of the son she has 
borne him, knowing the child has died because of its inheritance 
of the father’s shattered nerves, and her will to rebel finally and 
irrevocably flares in white heat against the appalling somberness 
of an ugly background, the gasp of wonder ai the daring of the 
man who conceived such a situation is completely obliterated by 
the succeeding impression of its crushing and accusing veracious- 
ness. 

This act ts at once the strength and weakness of the play from 
the New York standpoint. Its pictorial sordidness is unpleasant 
to the person grown accustomed to the artificial glare of white 
lights, and its naked truthfulness makes for an uncomfortable 
half hour of serious reflection on the realities of life. But its 
very power so forces home the point of Mr. Patterson’s argument 
that there is none to answer its challenge. 


“Next’’ an Impossible Play. 

One of those painful western affairs with “ boys” in it—

There was the neat coup of Harry Frazee, for 
instance, that made him an estimated $75,000 over gight. 

Frazee, as announced several days ago, bought g-strip of prop 
erty on Forty-eighth street, just off Broadway, aud declared that 
he would build there a new theater to be known as the Longacre. 
The next day he was waited upon by representatives of the Van 
derbilt-Moore crowd. They were iooking fa¥ the man with the 
Forty-eighth street location. The former Chicagoan allowed that 
he was the party. They wanted to know what he paid for his 
proposed theater elite. He told them $225,000, which was proba- 
bly true, because Frazee never exaggerates after he gets above 
$200,000. They asked him if he would consider a sale. He 
replied that he would consider anything with money in it And 
then they offered him various sums up to $300,000 if he would 
transfer the Forty-eighth street gtrip to them. 

“I suppose they would go Higher if I were inclined to hold 
them up,” admitted Frazee in-¢onfirmation, “ but I didn’t want to 
do that. All 1 wanted waa.m theater site in New York. I told 
them so. They replied that we might get together along that 
line. They had selected, # seemed, the block in which these lots 
of mine are located for fhe new Madison Square garden they are 
to build. On Broadwdgy, from Forty-seventh to Forty-eighth, is 
the old Brewster building. They had seeured this. Back of that 
they had all the land they needed with the exception of my lots. 
So it was quite necessary they should consider me. 

“If the deal gées through as we now have planned it they will 
get my Forty-elghth street lots for the new Madison Square and 
w ll give me g Forty-seventh street theater site with an entrance 
on Broadway. Which will suit my purposes exactly.” 


Debut of Gaby Deslys. 


A hugt crowd at the Winter Garden waited patiently through 
the opéhing scenes of a witless, tuneless “ revue” for the appear 
ance of the long heralded Gaby Desiys. Most of those present 
had spent a great deal of money for their seats, having bougneé 
-hém at auction the week before. 

Gaby had been placed in the middle section of the program, 
She was to appear in a one act vaudeville sketch entitled “* Lee 
Debuts de Chichine,” assisted by a company of four, two French 
men, her maid, agd Haroid Crane, an American with a leading 
man’s physique and a good wardrobe. 

Gaby made her entr@nce on the arm of Crane, bowing, shaking 
her short blonde curls, wiggling from one small foot to the other, 
much after the fashion of Eva Tanguay.

THE JUDICIAL SITUATION. 

The appeal of the Chicago Bar associa- 
tion for independent candidacies for the 
judicial election has not proved effectual.

Mr. Gigliotti, if we may judge from a com- 
munication from bim received by Tue Trin- 
UNE, is a somewhat careless student of legal 
questions and has not mastered as yet the 
English grammar. His judgment of the 
meaning of phraseology in documents, evi- 
dence, statutes, or opinions could hardly be 
very reliable. 

The failure of the appeal, while it is disap- 
pointing, is not surprising. Able and well 
established members of the bar naturally 
find a plunge into the cheap politics of most 
local campaigns anything but alluring. And 
in the absence of a better organization of 
public opinion on behalf of a high class judi- 
ciary, with a corresponding preponderance 
of mere political influence, as indicated by 
the slates made by regular party leaders, the 
prospects of success for the independent of 
the best class are small. In fact, the better 
he is, the smaller his chances are likely to 
be as affairs now stand. 

The responsible citizens of this commu- 
nity, and, primarily, the bar must wake 
to the gravity of this situation. It grows 
worse yearly. 


CLEVELAND AND THE TARIFF. 

The first assault on the tariff act of 1583 
was made the following year. The Demo- 
crats were in power in the house of repre- 
sentatives and “ Horizontal Bill’ Morrison 
of Illinois, chairman of the ways and 
means committee, reported a bill reducing 
all duties 20 per cent.

The revenues of the 
country were exceeding the expenditures 
by tens of millions annually, That was 
what induced him to send to congress @ 
message urging the reduction of tariff du- 
ties, That was the message in which he 
said “it is not a question of protection and 
free trade. It is a condition which con- 
fronts us, and not a theory.” 

Roger Q. Mills, who died a few weeks 
ago, reported a tariff bill. It reduced du- 
ties, but was not a radical measure. In 
one particular it did not go so far as Mr. 
Cleveland had suggested. It did not put 
raw wool on the freelist. The house passed 
it, but a Republican senate framed a sub- 
stitute which the house refused to accept. 

Undoubtedly it was that tariff message 
which defeated Mr. Cleveland in 1888. 
There were several states in which his free 
wool sentiments were specially harmful to 
him, The Republicans in the campaign did 
not deny that the government's receipts 
were excessive, but contended that the way 
to diminish them was to reduce the taxes 
on tobacco and spirits used in the arts and 
manufactures. 

Harrison was elected and the ultra high 
tariff men had their innings. The McKin- 
ley tariff of 1890 raised the duties on wool 
and woolens and some classes of cotton 
goods. Politically it was a most disastrous 
measure. The Republicans were -shocking- 
ly beaten in the fall elections. They boasted 
during the campaign that the new tariff had 
given the workingman a “ full dinner pail.” 
The Democrats retorted that the heavy 
duty on tinplate made the workingman pay 
more for all the tinware in his house. The 
McKinley tariff cheapened sugar, but that 
did not reconcile the wage earners to the 
law, and Cleveland was elected the second 
time. 

In 1893 the president and congress were 
Democratic. The national platform of the 
party adopted the year before had declared 
that “‘the federal government has no con- 
stitutional power to impose and collect tariff 
duties except for the purpose of revenue 
only.” 

Neither president nor congress paid much 
attention to the platform. Mr. Cleveland 
favored moderate reductions in duties on 
manufactured goods and the free listing of 
raw terial. The Wilson bill after it had 
passed e house was taken in hand by Sena- 
tor Gorman and other Democratic protec- 
tionists in the senate and was so doctored 
there for the benefit of some favored inter- 
ests that Mr. Cleveland characterizd it as 
“ party perfidy and party dishonor.” But 
he allowed it to\become a law and it re- 
mained on the stafute books until 1897.

THE WOOD PARTRIDGE. 

For several weeks the. wood partridge has 
been paseing through bis days of desolation 
in the forests'and thickets of our northern 
neighbors. The birds are reported plentiful 
—to the satisfaction of every northerner 
who owns a shotgun and a cocker spaniel. 

At the opening of the season the partridge 
“trees” readily, and a shotgun is about as 
sportsmanlike as an order to the butcher 
man. Fora gun wise bird the wood partridge 
at times is as foolish in his habits as a 
moth which sees a candle light. When he 
“trees” to the barking of an energetic and 
hopeful spanie! his relations might as well 
make the final entry in his vital statistics. 

And yet he is gun wise and grows in this 
wisdom aftér the hunting season is a week 
old. He and his family l'ke to feed along 
the edge of the road or trail where they find 
clover. This appetite brings them easily to 
the hunter. If a pedestrian without a gun 
travel by he will observe that the birds run 
carelessly into the brush, along fallen logs, 
with little or no timidity. The man with 
a gun finds them booming up from unex- 
pected covers and curving warily into the 
depths of thicket or swamp. . : 

There is one particular cock partridge in 
the north woods who has displayed quali- 
ties of hardihood, bravado, fortitude, as- 
came to notice by stepping bravely out of the 


brush, hopping on a log, and there perching 


to watch a party of trampers pass by. They 
had no gun. He could see that and did not 
think it worth while to get out of the way. 
This display of bravado tempted one of the 
trampers to draw a revolver and open fire at 
fifteen paces. 

At first it looked as if the cock might have 
made a mistake, but subsequent events 
proved that he had not. The shooter emptied 
the cylinder and reloaded. The cock mere'y 
raised his ruff in anger and called to a hen 
to come over and see the strange guy who 
was trying to hit him with a pea shooter. 
The hunter opened up with his reloaded re- 
volver, edging up to ten paces. 

The log was cut up and a swamp back 
of the birds was filled with lead, but they 
sat out the bombardment calmly until the 
shooter, a wild man of futile wrath, reached 
for a club. Then the cock partridge was 
observed to remark: “ My dear, we'd better 
be going now. He may hit something with 
that.” 

That same cock partridge later proved so 
elusive and cunning that hunters with shot- 
guns never could get close enough to see 
more than a blur in the brush arising with 
a whir of wings. 

A wonderfully canny and a wonderfully 
foolish bird is the wood partridge, If his 
stealth, speed, and secrecy served him all 
the time there would be fewer of him on the 
family dining tables in the north.

A CENTURY OF PEACE. 

Senator Root has made the interesting 
suggestion that when a hundred years of 
peace between the United States and Great 
Britain have elapsed the event be signalized 
by five minutes of silence over all the lands 
which fly the lion or ¢he stars and stripes. 
During this period not a wheel will turn or 
a stroke of business be done. Through all 
the vast empire of the English speaking 
race men will pause in their affairs to pon- 
der the great thought of peace. 

Those who remember how impressive was 
the pause decreed at the funeral of Presi- 
dent McKinley will realize the force of such 
a’plan. But the exact time will have to be 
settled by arbitrary rule. Unhappily the 
war of 1812 stopped constructively before it 
did actually, Fifteen days after the treaty 
of peace was signed Pakenham made the 
fatal mistake of attacking the redoubtable 
Andy Jackson at New Orleans, There were 
no cables, telegraphs, or “wireless” in those 
days. So we shall have to determine 
whether the century closes Dec. 24, when 
the treaty was signed; Jan. 8, when the last 
battle was fought; Feb. 16, when the treaty 
was ratified by the United States senate; 
Feb, 17, ‘when it was approved by the presi- 
dent, or Feb. 18, when proclamation of 
peace was made and the treaties were ex- 
changed. ‘ 

But we have three years to decide that. 
Senator Root’s idea is an admirable one. 


WHY NOT CHICAGO? 

It will be a great pity if Chicago does not 
have an opportunity to see the Abbey the- 
ater players whom Mr. George Tyler is 
bringing to America for 4 season of eighteen 
weeks, : 

Mr. Tyler, we gather from interviews 
published, is not moved by solely commer- 
cial motives in this venture, and may be 
moved by a petition of local lovers of the 
best in dramatic art to alter his plans and 
give Chicago a part of the season.

THE NEW YALE REVIEW. 

Yale university has undertaken a new 
service in the establishment of a high class 
quarterly review, the first issue of which is 
now published. The prospectus of the re- 
view promises “the best discussions that 
can be secured from members of the Yale 
faculty on cufrent topics in the varied fields 
of literature, science, history, finance, the 
arts, and public affairs, articles by Yale 
alumni who are authorities on their sub- 
jects, important lectyres at Yale, contribu- 
tions from distinguished writers generally, 
and authoritative, signed reviews of the 
most important books of the quarter.”’ 

The first issue (October) admirably bears 
out this promise. Its subject matter is ad- 
mirably chosen and diversified, ranging 
from a timely posthumous article on war by 
the late Prof. Sumner to an interesting 
article on Arizona pines by Arthur Colton. 
Prof. Beers has a causerie on Thackeray’s 
gentenary, Dr. Flexner a short article on 
infantile paralysis, Morrell W. Gaines an 
instructive article on the present condition 
of the railroads respecting rates and the 
probable tendencies of rate regulation, Prof. 
Phelps writes of “ the present condition and 
tendencies of the drama,” and Prof. 
Kenneth McKenzie of Antonio Fogazzaro. 
The reviewers are Gaillard Hunt, the li- 
brarian of congress, Prof. Clawson of To- 
ronto university, and Profs. Hocking, Coe, 
Farrand, Toumey, and others. 

The venture will be approved by educated 
men and women throughout the country. 
We lack reviews of this character and the 
lack is inexcusable. More even than abroad 
there is need for publications which will 
provide a medium for the best critical 
thought, a medium to which the educated 
lay reading public may have access. Sey- 
eral American universities, notably Colum- 
bia, Chicago, and Yale, publish journals 
given to special subjects, such as politica) 
economy and sociology, and we have serious 
reviews, such as the North American and 
the Forum, but the list is shamefully brief 
for a people of ninety millions, a nation of 
lavish education. 

The Yale Review, therefore, is welcome, 
and if lay advice may be ventured, it js that 
its editors may not concede too much to the 
Tired Business Man type of alumnus. There 


may be no demand for a good old fashioned | 


“heavy” review. But there is need for 
one and more than one.

HERE stems to be some foundation, 
after all, for the story of the discoy- 
ery of an anarchist plot to kidnap ana 
hold for ransom, or as hostage, King 
Alfonso’s younger son, little Don 
Jaime, who is undergoing treatment for his: 
speech and hearing at the clinic of the cele- 
brated specialist, Dr. H. Raymond, at Fri- 
bourg, in Switzerland. 

The number of Swiss and Spanish police 
officials watching over his safety has been 
doubied, and Swiss gendarmes, armed with 
revolvers, guard the approaches of the 
clinic, from which strangers are barred, with 


the utmost care and severity. As these meas-': 


ures have been adopted only quite recently, 
and after the little fellow had been at Fri- 
bourg three weeks, it looks much as if the 
federal authorities at Berne And the cantonal 
government of Fribourg, had become 
alarmed for his safety, which is not unnat- 
ural, since Switzerland swarms with foreign 
Anarchists of the most fanatical description. 

This is by no means the first time that plots 
have been organized in modern times to kid- 
nap royal children for the purpose of bring- 
ing pressure to bear upon their parents and 
upon the authorities of their native land. 
Ming Alfonso himself was, on one memora- 
ble occasion, almost carried off from the 
Palace of Madrid when a child a year old; 
while during the childhood of the sons and 
daughters of King Ferdinand of Bulgaria 
actual attempts were made to kidnap them 
by Macedonian refugees and by their polit- 
ical sympathizers among the Bulgarians 
themselves, who hoped, by holding the royal 
youngsters as hostages, that they could force 
+ erdinand to comply with the demands of the 
various Macedonian committees and to take 
up arms against Turkey in behalf of Mace- 
donia. 
On one occasion the kidnapers almost got 
away with the royal children while they: were 
Piaying in-the gardens of King Ferdinand’s 
picturesque palace of Wuxinograd, on the 
Black sea. 

—o- 
One of the reasons which necessitated the 


deposition of King Louis LL, of Bavaria short- 
ly before Ais mysterious death in 1886 was 
the discovery that Louis had organized an 
extraordinary conspiracy for the kidnaping 
of the then boy prince of Naples (now king 
of Italy), while the latter was spending a few 
weeks in the mountains of the northern por- 
tion of Italy. 

Louls had arranged with a number of his 
Bavarian Nighlanders, who were devoted to 
him, to seize the prince and to carry him off 
by night into Bavarian territory, where he 
was to be kept incarcerated in one of the 
crazy monarch’s remotest mountain casties 
until his father, King Humbert, and the 
Italian government, consented “to restore 
Rome to the pope. 

It was by mere chance that this project 


was not put into execution, and there is no 


knowing what would have happened if the 
present king of Italy had realiy been kid- 
naped, like Prince Alexander of Bulgaria, 
who was seized that same year in his palace 
at Sona and carried into Russian territory, 
being only restored to liberty on condition 
that he abdicate, which he proceeded to do 
immediately on his return to his capital.

Dr. Evans will not prescribe, 


CONCERNING THE CONSERVATION. 


FEW weeks ago the state factory in- 

spectors held @ meeting in Chicago. 

While most of their time was given 

to considering the prevention of ac- 

cident’ there was some discussion of 
occupational diseases. . : 

Dr. A. M, Harvey of Ch% ago drew atten- 
tion ‘to the difficulty of séparating the home 
from the working place in ana@tyzing the 
causes of disease. It is notpdssible, except 
one ses alarge factor for the teertain. 

The question will be asked>. What has 
conséryation to do with preventive medi- 
cine?. To this a physician could reply that 
medical men have always been conserva- 
tionists. When the coal; forest, water, afd 
soil conservationists. discovered the field, 
that whieh they discovered was their place 
in it—fgr physicians had always been in it. 

There is, though, still another way in 
which medical men are concerned. One 
way to prevent disease is to decrease the 
cost of living. When the cost of living goes 
up the amount of preventable disease goes 
up, Unless health activities increase enough 
to take care of the differences. 

. ASK 

About ten years ago we saw a chart pre- 
pared by an Englishman. It showed that 
during the preceding fifty years the death 
rate from consumption in England had 
risen and fallen with the rise and fall in 
the price of wheat. This was not a con- 
vinecing study, but it had its value. 

It is true, as Malcolm MacDowell has 
pointed out, that a man can be fed on less 
than’ 10 cents a day. The studies made in 
the municipal lodging house in 1908 proved 
the snme thing. This sum will purchase as 
many food and heat units, called calories, as 
the researches of Chittenden, Attwood, and 
others have demonstrated to be necessary. 

At some conservation congress there will 
be discussion of this phase of the subject. 
But now, when prices go up many pregnant 
mothers do not get nourishment enough. 
Their babies start poorlg and die off quickly, 
or the family buys cheap, dirty, sloppy milk 
and the bottle fed babies die. When the 
family income is too close to the family ex- 
pense the father and mother talk over this 
question. 

The problem is: Shalt they move into a 
cheaper place and take less light and air 
and worse plumbirtg, or shall they crowd the 
family closer and thus gain some room for 
boarders. Maybe you have never thought 
this boarder proposition amounted to much, 
but ask Bishop Rhode or the Catholic priest 
in any parish where poor people live. 

Or, when the living cost goes up the pres- 
sure to Lave immature children go to work 
becomes stronger. 

As one’s mind runs over the problems of 
preventite medicine it becomes very plain 
that health conserving agencies are greatly 
interested in the best use of nature’s re- 
sources.

Prof. Max Reinhardt appears, according 
to the Munich critics, to have attempted the 
impossible in the staging of the “ Orestiad,”’ 
which saw its premiere in the Bavarian capi- 
tal on Friday, Sept. 1.

| Endeavoring to ‘ 
Identify The Faun 


The dear old Classical Dictionary—an ex- 

cellent ornament for any book shelf—may 
have the dust brushed off it during the 
eurrent week. Already, om the street cars 
and in ultra literary centers one imagines 
one hears in bated whispera, “ What the 
blazes IS afaun?” William Faversham, in 
Edward Knoblauch’s comedy, has inspired 
this seething inquiry and brought the dic- 
tionary. into request. The most natural 
answer, and one most often given to the 
question is: “Why, a faun is something 
that fauns’”’; or else, “ it is a deer?” Under 
the circumstances it would seem to be @& 
wiser course for those in search of informa- 
tion to pass up the Classica] Dictionary and 
hike out to the Zoo! Those so disposed may 
follow this lead; it may produce some curious 
results. It is, however, an easier proceeding 
for those inclined to slippered ease to open 
the storehouses of learning. 
* Having performed this operation the re- 
searcher will doubtless find himself in a maze 
—for no two dictionary makers seem to be in 
accord. They all agree that the faun be 
longs to Italy; that in February of each year 
Faunalia is celebrated—but then a versa- 
tility of information troops m, with the re- 
sult thet you are lost in a maze of pointed 
ears, goats’ feet, protruding horns, and wag- 
ging tails. One classicist has the faun @& 
naked person, skipping about and playing on 
@ pipe. Another provides a tail; some ey 
he has goats’ feet. One dismisses him as e@ 
Roman myth; another aga rural deity, some- 
times confounded with satyrs. Weare also 
Informed that the faun was the type of the 
Greek god Pan. It will be recalled that 
Hawthorne, in his “ Marble Faun” repre- 
sents Donatello as having pointed ears, but 
makes no reference to the feet of a goat. 
Anthon, who should know, gives the faun ag 
being a rural deity of the Romans, resembling 
the Grecian Pan, to whom he is not very dis- 
similar in name, and with whom he ls very 
often identified. 

Anthon says that some writers think that 
the worship of the faun was originally Pelase- 
gic, as to which see Classical Dictionary. He 
was he'd, among the Romans, to have fhe 
power of foreteliing the future. In letter 
times he was immortalized )ike all the ether 
Italian gods and was said to have been @ 
just and brave king. greatly devoted to agri- 
culture—the son of Picus and father of Lati- 
mus. The ancient writers made his shape 
half human and half like a god. Harper's 
Latin Dictionary goes a littl farther, fer 
besides saying that the faun had his origin 
in Pan, the mystic son of Picus, the 
grandson of Saturn and the father of Latus, 
king of Latium, he is said to have insti- 
tuted tillage and grazing, and efter death 
was the protecting deity of agriculture and 
of shepherds.

PITCHING TO BE FACTOR. 


Consistency of Cub Machine and 
Sox Hurling Staff Main 
Strength of Each.

When White Gox and Cubs begin their 
domestic squabble on Friday it will be some- 
thing like a plucky bull pup, fiery and full of 
fight but uncertain of its own strength, Jump- 
lag into the pit to tackle a veteran bulldog, 
grizzied and scarred with the n.arks of many 
a similar battle and brimful of the confidence 
which experience inspires. The pup may win 
by superior strength,. better vitality, and an 
impetuous attack, but the old dog’s skill and 
resourcefulness wil] stand him in good stead 

Sy this it is not meant trat the advantage 
of age and experience is al! with the Cubs, 
noc that the White Sox are a lot of inex- 
perienced young bloods. There are young- 
sters on both teams, and each has Its brainy 
veterans. But taken collectively, instead of 
as indivicuals, the Cubs of today are a Ye it- 
ing machine that is consistent, determined, 
and stamped with the same forcetul individ- 
uality that has characterized al] of Frank 
Chance’s machines, no matter how put te- 
gether. The Sox lack consistency, cohesive- 
ness, and resourcefulness, although individ- 
ually brilliant and versatile in epots. 

The Cubs made a harder fight tor the pen 
nant and finished higher than anybody out- 
side of Chicago thought they would after 
their grafid old machine was shot to pieces 
early in the year. The White Sex, under 
severe handicaps, but no more severe than 
those put upon the Cubs, have not run ag high 
in their race as unprejudiced experts outside 
of Chicago expected. 


, Short *Series Upsets Dope. 

The Cubs have piayed the more consistent 
baseball in spite of their slumps, but consist- 
ency does not get much of a show iIn-a seven 
game series for the city's championship. 
Consequently there is no reason why the bull- 
dog should win that cannot be controverted 
by the friends of the ambitious and pedigreed | 
pup. 

If the Sox hit the Cubs at the speed shown 
by Comiskey’s men at times curing this sea- 
son they ought to win the series. But if they 
play the kind of baseball they have Played at 
other times, they haven't a chance, unless 
the Cubs come to the scratch down and out, 
discouraged and exhausted by their defeat in 
the National league campaign. 

If the rival teams come together each at 
its best there will be something worth going to 
see, and a brilliant contest will result in favor 
of whichever team has the lucky breaks. If 
the Sox strike the gait they have shown at 
times against the world’s champion Athletics 
and !f the Cubs play in the form fn which they 
made their final desperate stand against the 
Giants, it looks like an even battle. 


Cub Pitchers Work Poorly. 

None of Chance's Pitching staff has been 
working in as consistently good form of late 
as have Ed Walsh and Jim Scott, and upon 
those two men White Sox rooters pin fatth. 
hope and charity. They are strong enough 
to work alternately through a short series. 
Lange's right arm still is a doubtful quantity, 
but he probably will be good for one full came. . 
If Bill Burns can beat the Cubs, Doc White 
certainly Ought to, for he is several times a 
better lefthander than the Texan 

The men on whom Chance probably wit 
depend for the slab work are Brown, Richie 
Reulbach’ and Cole or Smith. Brown hes 
been hit hard In some of the recent tamees, 
but is one of the hardest men in the business 
to seore runs on when his eupport does 
fail him. Richie has been more genera 
effective, but has not the physiave. for two 
hard games. without an interval hetween 
them. Reulbach and Cole have pitched bril- 
HNantly when they did not lack control. 


Hurling to Be Big Factor, 

The pitching will determine the issue. In- 
versely stated batting will win the series, 
but batting depends a great dea} on pitching. 
It is not expected that either team will run 
wild on the base against either Archer or 
Sullivan At first base both teams have in 
Sailer and Collins youngsters who will be 
nervous and labie to be-erratic. At second 
and short the Cubs have the advantage be- 
cause Evers and Tinker have worked to- 
gether so many more years than have Tahne- 
hilland McConnell. And around second base 
team work counts a heap. On the third the 
Sox will have the call because of. Lord's 
greater experience and because he is nat- 
urally a harder sticker than Jimmy Doyle 
In the outfield Sheckard, Hofman, and 
Schulte look like a better hand to draw to 
than Callahan, Bodie, and McIntyre The 
Sox trio cannot cover ground nor throw with 
the Cubs outfleiders, but may outhit all ex- 
cept Schulte 

Sox adherents point to the fact that the 
south siders have outhit and outflelded 
Chance’s men by severa! points in the team 
averages for the season. Cub backers meet 
this argument by claiming that the ball used 
in the American league is livelier than that ip 
the Naticnal league This claim will nos 
stand up against the fact that the balls 
used in both major leagues are made in the 
same Shibe factory and on the same ms. 
chines. 


Luck Has Big Place. 

There is no argument thai cannot be twise- 
ed or offset by one equally good in the opin- 
lon of the man making it, but no ball game 
was ever won by argument, counter argu- 
ment. or past performances Nor can any 
one foretell what individua!, kid. or veteran, 
may be the hero of the coming series. 

If the Sox pitchers ho'd the Cubs’ batters 
down as tight as they have in the past and 
are expected to this fall it {s no cinch the 
Sox can make enough runs to win the series. 
They did tn 1006 but could not in 1905 or 
1900. From top to bottom of the batting 
list the Cubs have shown themselves for 
years to be able to take quick advantage 
ef the slips of an opposing team. The Sox 
on the other hand have seemed to find great 
difficulty Curing the last month in making 
runs, except In large quantities by the ham- 
mer ané bat process. They have been out- 
generaled by apparently weaker teams. 

Taking into account the wice difference in 
form shown by the White Sox this year, the 
problem of whether or not their loss of the 
pennant will affect the morale of the Cubs 
and the period of idleness that must inter- 
vene, it need pot overwhelmingly surprise 
any one to see the city series won by either 
team in four straight games, or go the fe 
limit of seven.

SOOTCHMAN’S PLAY IS BEST. 


Professional Gives Wonderful Exhibi- 
tion of Master Strokes.

George Duncan, the famous Scotch profes- 
sional, and Charlies Evans Jr., the Edge- 
water amateur, defeated Tom Vardon, the 
home expert, and Walter Egan, the Exmoor 
amateur, 7 and 5 to play, in a thirty-six hole 
foursome at the Onwentsia club.

When such men as John G. Shedd, 
president of Marshall Field & Co., can dwell! 
upon the hazards of the beginner in business 
and find them formidable, it would appea: 
that the beginner himself would be justified 
in hesitating upon the brink of his business 
plunge. The business water f+ Gold, and i: 
he is not sure he can swim, he would bette: 
stay on shore with his $1,000 or his $5,000. 

“It is astonishing,” says Mr. Shedd, “* how 
few can take care of their savings. The 
amount of money squandered and lost in this 
way is almost unbelievable. The continua! 
drain is enormous. More is squandered on 
foolish ventures by the salaried capitalisti, 
class thay is mede by it.’’ 

* * 


Inexperienced Takes Big Chances. 

According to business men who hol@ Mr. 
Shedd’s views only the exceptiona] young 
man should—in the city, at least—start in 
business for himself. He should invest his 
little capital in some secure place where it 
will draw interest and dividends unto itself. 
As a depositor or a bond holder during his 
years of development ne will enjoy the se- 
curity for his funds that comes through the 
experience and business sdgacity of others. 

The young man, inexperienced himselir, 
takes no chanec of losing his little fortune 
through his own lack of judgment. He can 
add to his capital something from the inter- 
ett and from his salary. By the time he has 
reached the age of business discretion his 
savings will have reached a respectable sum. 
He will have then both money and knowledge 
and can start for himself with a promisé of 
success. 

This argument, of course, applies to th« 
average young man. There are others, bul 
not many of them. The country boy who ha; 
grown up in his own town and has had a 
business training there can venture into 
merchandising with some ‘security.* He a: 
least knows his field. In the same way the 
city boy who hag grown up in his section o/ 
the city and understands conditions there has 
a chance. But for the country boy newly ar- 
rived in the metropolis with his savings, o: 
the city boy adventuring back to the soil, ur 
in fast, the man anywhere who lacks specia 
knowledge and experience, nothing is half «x 
g0o0d as-the savings bank, the fret farm mort- 
gage (in an established country), and the 
underlying securities of some municipality or 
large and’conservative corporation. 

* * 


Wise Disposal of Savings. 

* The first thing the young man who finds 
himself in possession of something less than 
$5,000, either savings or inherited, should 
do,”’ says Mr. Shedd, “is to learn to con- 
sétve what he has. Anybe@y can save money 
if he chOoses, but few are able to safely invest 
their savings. I don’t know of anv wiser 
plan for saving the savings than to keep them 
in. a strong savings bank or to invest them in 
the underlying, bonds of the large corpora- 
tions or the municipalities. ! 

“In the country town the situation is some- 
what different, but in the city my experience 
has shown me it is better for the young man 
to invest in bonds rather than tognter busi- 
ness for himself. The young man who hasn’t 
mastered the principle of the savings bank 
is not likely to get far. The only safe way 
for the average youth is to save and con- 
serve his money where it will be safe and 
where he will get interest on it Interest 
to the average young men, where the prin- 
cipal is well secured, is better than the un- 
certainties of business. 

“You would think {f a man could save 
money he could care for it when he had it 
saved. But such is not the case. The amount 
lost and squandered in foolish ventures is 
enormous. The ordinary’ young man hasn't 
time to study the investment field for himself. 
He is constantly being caught by intangible 
schemes. We seems to think he can become 
a Rockefeller by putting his money in a 
hole somewhere. This continued drain is 
enormous. People have no idea of the amoun¢ 
of the loss. It seems as if such schemes can- 
not be resisted. More paupers are made b; 
them than by the lack of a proper income. 

= 
Keep Your Savings Safe. 

“I should say. therefore, that the average 
young man should invest’ his savings or his 
legacy safely and then go to work on a salary 
where he has a chance tolearn. He should 
study the investment field so that he will de 
able to distinguish the good and the bad. 
He should consult the highest type of bank- 
ers in placing his funds. He should continue 
so until he has reached a maturity of judg- 
ment. Then he will have the ability to judge 
the character of the venture hs ts inclined 
to makes , 

“ Overanxiety to do something causes the 
chief penalization of the young man with @ 
few hundreds. Having these hundreds, he is 
in danger. If he mentions them he ts likely 
to find in his listener some one who has a 
scheme for their investment. Such schemes 
are rarely profitable even where honestly 
conceived.”’ 

Among other things that offer themselves 
to the young man with his $1,000 or his $5,000 
is a “ share in the business.”—As to whether 
the young man should accept the offer is a 
serious consideration. There are firms and 
firms. It isa question for the highest business 
judgment. Only through experience and the* 
most careful observation can a young man 
form any reliable conclusion. Sometimes 
the “ share in the business "' is only one meth- 
od of hiring a man cheaply. Frequently a 
young man is enticed from a good position 
by thé glatmour of ownership in a business 
which, often enough, turns out to be worth- 
less. He gives his services. he loses all or 
part of that which he hag put into the buai- 
ness

FEW years ago a department store 
in New York undertook to help the 
blind to help themselves. After dis- 
cussing methods to obtain the best re- 
sulte it was decided to start a “ blind 
section” where all the blind people in the 
country could send their work to be’ sold. 
Every kind of work from literary efforts to 
needle and bead work was to be accepted, 
sold, @nd the proceeds sent to the meker. 
The store furnished the space, paid a clerk 
© wait upon the customers, and the con- 
iributors received the entire amount of their 


‘sale minus any expense charges that had to 


be paid. Nothing was charged for the space 
or the clerk. The effort proved satisfactory 
and the store still retaing its “ blind de 
partment.” 

The venture in the east was waiched enzx- 
iously by the Illinois department for the 
blind and last fal! members of the firm of 
Rothschild & Co. became interested in the 
work. One of the managers wag sent to New 
York to investigate. He returned much im- 
pressed, his only criticism being that the 
clerk in charge was not interested enough in 
ipe work This fault was remedied in the 
Chicago venture when & woman,- who for 
-welve years had lived with Mrs..Kate Selby.

The speed of the car will depend on the 
speed with which you turn the crank and the 
size of the end pulley. P

The winter and summer vacations I spent 
working in the machine shop at home.

One summer I spent surveying in Mon- 
tana. This was, however, a losing propo- 
sition, as far as money goes; but I gained 
in experience. Another summer I sold cook- 
ing utensils and gained a large amount of 
knowledge pertaining to human nature. 

The fourth year I obtained the right from 
the college to publish the students’ Cirec- 
tory.

dress. college address, year in school, course, 
and phone number of every student.

The last summer of my college course 
came and I decided to stay on the campus and 
clean up all the jobs im sight. The laundry 
job paid me $6 a week, I took care of and 
cleaned the college Mbrary on a contract for 
$60, and I got my room rent for taking care 
of a house while the people were on their va- 
cation. I obtained board by waiting on 
tables, worked In an office for 20 cents an 
hour, carried campus mail on a contract, $7 
a month, and wrote for newspapers when } 


had the time. This summer’s work gave me ° 


about $100 a month. 

My senior year had come. I increased the 
laundry business until it paid me $10 a week. 
Couldn't have the directory, so I got an 
eighteen by twenty-four inch desk blotter 
with advertisements on both sides; this paid 
me $100 for the year. Then I took the ger 
eral agency for an agricultural book which 
paid well. I dropped the waiting on tables 
and janitor work. When I got sheep- 
skin I found that I had $60 in my pocket 
besides $200 due me and a job teaching in e 
western college. I had reached one of my 
ambitions—a college education. 


Thunder Storm.

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Arbitration Only Means of Ending Strikes: 


By THE HON. W. PEMBER REEVES. 


{First minister of labor in New Zealand (1891), 
author of “‘ State Experiments in Australia and 


New Zealand.”’ etc.] 
EITHER militant trade unionists, em- 
ployers, officials. nor politicians hate 
been at all attracted by the suggestion 
that legal settlement of the differ- 
ences between organized labor and 
capital should be subetituted Dy statute for 
the present game of bluff and trial by battle 

I believe there are many persons and some 
upions in this country who would gladly see 
some sort of restricted trial given to some 
kind of compulsory arbitration; but I doubt 
whether the feeling has gone much beyond 
that. Nearly every:economic writer who 
Guring the last fifty or sixty years has 
touched upon methods of induetrial peace, 
collective bargaining, conciliation, peaceful 
persuasion, and so forth, is committed to the 
statement that compulsion is not only ob- 
jectionable but impossible, 

The whole force of individualism Is arrayed 
against state interference with the freedom 
of masters and men, and the niceties of in- 
dustry. Employers as a class have wished 
to be left alone, and have not been prepared 
to surrender the right to lock out. Organ- 
ized labor, speaking through the stronger 
unions, has pinned its faith to the potency 
of strikes:and the dread of strikes. The 
rights and sufferings of-that highly impor- 
tant third party, the public, have not been 
fairly considered. 

»* 
State Intervention Needed. 

Frankly, I do not believe that general In- 
dustrial] peace will ever be attained without 
the intervention of the state. So long as the 
capitalistic system continues the strong will 
try to get the better of the weak, and will 
often succeed. Employers and employed will 
have their differences, and will frequently be 
unable to settle them by peacefu! negotiation. 

Where peace prevails it will only too often 
mean, as it now means, not that the fair 
conditions have been reached; but that the 
weaker side is unable to fight. In result we 
shall see as we have seen in this country 
through decade after decade, smoldering dis- 
content, or helplese submission varied by 
occasional fierce outburst, sometimes suc- 
cessful, but giving no guarantee of perma- 
nent advance. 

If I venture to recommend a thorough go- 
ing effort to substitute more civilized and 
scientific methods for strikes and lockouts, 
it is certainly not because I would deny to 
labor the right to use ite great weapon under 
present conditions. It must use that weapon 
—the strike—until a better is Yound. It is be- 
cause I believe that arbitration machinery, 
resolutely backed by the powers of the state, 
is a better thing for labor than strikes that 
I venture to advocate it. ; 

I do not claim that it is a panacea; in coun- 
tries where it is succeeding it is accompanied 
by statutory enactments providing for this 
or that definite amelioration of labor condi- 
tions. Nor hag it yet been a complete and 
unchallenged success anywhere,

Many Difficulties Overcome. 

In the teeth of many difficulties it has, how- 
ever, already accomplished much, and seems 
to me to be as superior to the system—or no 
system—of adjusting industria) differences 
now tolerated in this country as a Hague 
tribunal is superior to a thirty years’ war. 
Even some of its severest critics admit that 
if it has done nothing else it has taught the 
public to regard open and violent labor con- 
flicts as hateful and unnecessary, and made 
the organizations of capital and labor hesi- 
tate much more than formerly before plung- 
ing into strife. That alone is something. 
Compulsory arbitration, however, has done 
far more than diminish strife and educate 
public opinion in favor of industrial peace. 
It has taught communities to dislike and 
despise unfair and oppressive labor condj- 
tions. . 

In déaling with labor conditions, moreover. 
it can point to great and definite achieve. 
ments and concrete improvements. In many 
scores of cases it has bettered the lot,of 
whole classes of workers. On the other hand 
it has been of distinct advantage to employ- 
ers, especially to the fairer and more scrupu- 
lous employera 


* 
Progress of Legislation. 

Finally, it has been an unmixed blessing to 
the general public. Slow as public opinion 
is to'learn, it may safely be said that 
wherever a reasonable system of the adjust- 
ment of disputed labor conditions by state 
tribunals has been allowed to work for a few 
years a reversion to industrial anarchy will 
not be tolerate? 


The most interesting and successful laws 
for the settlement of labor difficulties by 
State tribunals, armed with legal powers, 
are found in certain British colonies. The 
systems at work there today appear to me 
divisible into three groups First come in- 
dustrial arbitration laws, properly so-called. 
In a second division are found the wages 
boards acts, of which we havea cautious and 
restricted example at work in this country 
in the shape of the trades boards act of 1909. 

Thirdly must be mentioned the industrial 
disputes investigation act of the dominion of 
Canada. None of these statutes can boast 
a long history; the Canadian law, indeed, has 
a very short one. But the oldest and most 
venturesome of the arbitration laws, the in- 
dustrial arbitration act of New Zealand, was 
enacted tn 1884. And it has been so freely 
and continuously used, so frequently and 
carefully amended, so closely watched, and 
sO minutely and keenly criticised by itnvesti- 
gators from Australia, France, America, an4 
England, that its experfences are as accesst- 
ble as they are valuable to the social student. 


& ** 
Wages Board Laws Tried. 

It has been copied in western Australia, 
where a similar measure has been in use for 
a decade. It has, moreovér, bees adapted 
with certain modifications and one or two 
improvements by the framers of the federal 
arbitration law of the commonwealth of 
Australia. 

Side by side with theee arbitration laws, 
properly so-called, but originating quite In- 
dependently of them, has grown up a series 
of wages board laws The,earliest and, to 
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the Investigator, much the most interesting 
of these, was adopted by the parliament in 
the colony of Victoria in 1896. It was not the 
subject of a special statute, but was a modes* 
division of a law regulating factories and 
workshops. It has been copied in the colo- 
nies and states of South Australia and 
Queensiand. New South Wales, the most 
populous, and industrially the most stormy, 
of the Australian colonies, has had fn the 
matter of regulative laws a checkered and 
peculiar experienca ' 


In the "90s she tried two conciliation acts, — 


with the design of establishing tribunals 
unarmed with power to make compulsory 
awards. These failed completely. Then, 
ten years ago, she tried a modified edition of 
the New Zealand arbitration act, with 4 
stipulation that ft was to expire, if not re- 
enacted, at the end of seven years. At the 
end of that time the political party oppose4 
to the law having come into office, decided ta- 
try in leu of it the Victorian wages board 
system. 

As, however, the labor party struggied 
strongly against the change, a compromise 
was arrived at. So the regulative law of to- 
day in New South Wales has special features 
of its own. The Canadian disputes investi- 
gation act is not an example of the compul- 
sory settlement of labor disputes. What it 
provides is such limited compulsion as insists 
upon inquiry into certain classes of labor 
disputes by a state tribunal, and—when no- 
tice has been given of an impending conflict— 
forbids the employment of militant tactics 
until the report or recommendation has been 


published.

abandoned the front elevator on their

It has been a fact long kriown in the making 
of models—such as the boys used to experi- 
mént with and which the older men have at 
last taken up as a real sport—that the toys 
which flew tail first, with the propeller or 
propellers behind, were by far the most sta- 
ble and efficient. Models of thig kind will 
giide on an even keel whether the power is 
on or not, and in high winds display a re- 
markable degree of stability. There is no 
reason why the same should not be true of 
the bigger machines, and the controls are 
much more efficient in the front position, go 
the new school claims. M. Bleriot hag al- 
ways held this view, and you will remember 
that his first rea! filer to win a prige was a 
machine differing not so much from the pres- 
ent Bleriot except that ft flew the other end 
to, or tail first. The chief reason why it did 
not do better at the time was the inexperience 
ef the aviator in flying. 

The first to take up the tail first type since 
fiying really’ begap wag Mr. Barber, designer 
of the British Valkyrie, this machine being 
a monoplane with a tall in front and @ mova- 
ble elevator beneath it, thus éfffering from 
the Wright, which had only 4 movable front 
elevator and hence was tiring to the aviator 
when used fc + distance work.

Valkyrie Attracts Attention. 

This Valkyrie machine did such creditable 
work that the attention of others in the game 
was called to its performances, the aviator 
flying at times for miles with his hands off 


the contro . 

The Voisins in France this year bullt a big 
tail first biplane, with the old side curtain 
balancers as at C in the sketch, this ma- 
chine being named the “Canard.” From 
this name Europe has dubbed all machines 
which fly tail first as being of the Canard 
type-—a name which will probably stick, 
though in trut® a “ Duck” does not fly tal 


first. 

Im the Voisin “ Canard” there is only the 
movable elevator in frent and no fixed tail. 
The rudder, however, is in front as at R. 
This machine has lately been fitted with 
Fabre floats and flown as a hydro-aeroplane 
on the Seine, near Paris, being pronounced 
@ great success and very stable. 

Fabre himself, the inventor of the hydro 
floats and formerly associated with Louis 
Paulhan in his factory, hae built and tested 
a hydro-aeroplane of his own which has 
made numerous successful flights, this ma- 
chine fiying tail first, as shown. The pilot 
sits on the main upper cross strut and the

There are no particulars of ‘M. Bleriot's 
Jatest tail frst machine as yet to be had, 
but it ts stifficlently astonishing to know 
that he is building one = =O * ages: 

One of the latest machines of this type is 
the “ Dixon’ of England, shown with the bi- 
Plane tail in front, with the elevator plane 
on either side faintly seen at BE. 

In connection with the development of this 
type I had a tonversation with Mr. Curtis 
and asked him his opinion. d

Another Scheme Worth Trying. 

Just by chance another girl hit on a plan 
by which her depleted bank account was 
swelled. A friend said, “ How Il abhor get- 
ting off Christmas presents. I'd willingly 
pay some reliable persons to do it.” 

“Pay me,” was the giti’s response. “I'm 
broke and need money to play Santa Claus.” 

it was quickly arranged—not only for 
the friend in question, but for a dozen 
more busy women who heard of the scheme. 

A visit to each patron several days before 
the packing was to be done showed how 
many gifts were to be made ready, which 
were to be packed for dut of town, which 
merely artistically tied. An alphabetically 
arranged list was made in a note book with 
addresses and whether the gift wee to be 
by express, re-istered mail, or messenger. 

Arrangements wefe made to have pienty 
of packing material in the bouse, tissue pa- 
per, stout wrapping paper, stickers, ribbon, 
labels, strong cord, excelsior, and pesteboard 
and wooden boxes of the right size. As the 
girl charged by ithe hour for her work her 
patrons saw the economy of having things 
In readiness. 

In a number Of instances it seemed easier 
for the girl to supply the packing, charging 
everything used in an itemized bill. By buy- 
ing in quantities she made semething on 
this and her customers were relieved of al) 
bother. 

The only requirement on the part of the 
gift sender was to have all her presents 
im readiness in a room that could not be hurt 
by packing disarray. Bach gift had stuck 
on it a slip with name of person for whom it 
was intended, also the card of the sender 
with ite personal meessage. If several were 
to go to one address they were grouped to- 
gether.

Early Start Saves Work. 

An early start was made to avoid overwork 
e@ few days before Christmas. Out of town 
packages were taken first and carefully pre- 
pared as by a professional packer. Each 
gift was first daintily tied in tissue paper 
and. ribbons, then in stout paper, and if 
breakable, was well tucked in with exce!- 
sior, rolled tissue paper of a cheap grade 
‘and over all old newspapers for greater firm- 
ness. ’ 

When boxed, packages to leave town were 
plainly addressed with marking pencil as 
well as a label. As the boxes were sent off 
early they included a “ Do Not Open Until 
Christmas "’ jabel 

The girl attended to the expressing, see- 
ing that each package was weighed, paid for, 
and the receipt returned. Registered pack- 
ages were taken to the postoffice and started 
on their way. This relieved the patton of 
miich annoyance, as any one who has stood 
in line at Christmas times waiting for a 
chance at a registry window can realize. 

Packages to go in town were tied with 
their Christmas decking and put together in 
a drawer in readiness for a messenger boy 
In severai 


superintended this herself. Generally the 
sender found it easy enough to get off her 
packages herself. 

Charging 25 cents an ‘hour for her time, 
the girl made a nice little sum, quité enough 
to pay expenses and buy eae simple gift for a 
goodly list of friends. 

So popular did the plan prove last year 
that this season the git) has more custom-

Actual Experiences of Workers. 


Question of Real I mportance. 

“ What will the position pay?” seems to 
be the first question asked by girls who are 
looking for work. 

I have been a stenographer for about ten 
years and during fhat time have filled 
three positions, bet have never worried 
about what compensation I was to receive, 
although I have been self-supporting all 
these years. The questions of importance 
with me were: Is the concern, susiness 
house, or lawyer's office a first class one? WII! 
I fill the requirements? By making théee 
questions the imporjant ones, I have always 
found that the salary which was finally de- 
cided upoh between my employer and myself, 
after working @ week or two, was beyond 
my expectations. 

The secret of success as a stenographer is 
to enjoy the work and take a lively interest 
In it; to do good work and become useful 
to her employer, #o that he may de able to 
depend on her regular attendance, and have 
confidence in her ability and accuracy. I 
have heard it said that some stenographers 
work with their fingers only; not with their 
brains. There are so many different lines 
of employment for girls now, that it is not 
necessary for any one to follow a line of work 
in which she is not interested, for unless a 
stenographer takes a real interest in her 
work, she cannot make a success of it, and 
the question of wages will always be the 
one to worry her.

To this I objected 
tbat I had neither capital nor home. “ Well, 
then,” he said, ‘‘you'd better read the ads 
in the paper,”’ and he gave me a TRIBUNE, 
but I knew nothing about location, or fitness, 
or anything pertaining to position hunting, 
go I decided to wait for the morning. 

I started out once more, and wa!ked and 
walked. A light enow began falling, which 
decided me quickly to try to find shelter for 
the night.

The main principles of Dr sidis’ educa-

the law of reserve mental energy —the prin- 
ciple of stored up, dormant, potential, sub- 
conscious energy. The ordinary stimuli of 
life are quite unable to reach this store of 
unused energy, and even have a tendency to 
choke it up and strangle it. You may hive 
had the experience yourself, after prolonged 
mental Work, ol-feeling greatly fatigued; but 
if necessity required you to keep on work- 
ing, after a time this \feeling of fatigua 
seemed te pass away.

N the complex flat probiem It Is possible to 
strike a happy medium. If both sides te 
the proposition observe reasonable rules 
it will be easy for the tenant to dwell in 
peace and comfort, and for the owner to 

rest well at night, without fear of loss, dam- 
age, or recrimination. 

First consider the tenant's point of view.

Will that place look much like home 
to him—a place to rest— if he steps into a 
dirty hall, looks upon neglected walis, and 
faces a general ensemble of sloth and tnsani- 
tation?

The owner or manager who keeps his build- 


ing in ship shape repair is going to get the 


best class of tenants and the highest renta. 
When he begins to skimp he starts upon « 
false basis of economy, for right then is when 
his rent roll commences the toboggan. When 
one tenant becomes dissatisfied he Igtg out @ 
howl heard roupd the town and puts the 
landiorad “in wrong." 

A reputation may be lived up to eastly.4t's 
hard to live one down. The landlord, after 
losing one tenant or set of tenants, may con- 
clude to clean up, In the hope of attracting 
others. But once he has been classified as 
careless in the upkeep of his property his life 
thereafter is one grand round of explanations 
and promises. 


Novelty, enthusiasm, honesty, brains — 
these may be exercised by the landlord with 
profit. The man he is planning to rent his 
property to isn’t looking for a place where 
any one with impunity may throw refuse 
about, where shouting and whistling and 
amasging noises are the order, where doors 

k and stick, and windows fall to open, 

and where the heat disappears on the coldest 
day. 
Now take up the landlord's side: An apart- 
ment house is built for the purpose of making 
its builder money. Therefore, the butider 
should consider the best way to garner that 
money. To do this he will find it pays to dis- 
criminate tn tenants. Different conditions 
are needed for different people. Where one 
Class can get along well in one section, they 
wouldn't do at all in another. Many a land< 
lord makes a mistake in trying to fit every 
tenant that comes along into his building. He 
should figure on turning down a goodly per- 
centage. He should study human natureand 
he will find it's money in hile pocket. 

For tnetance. there is the “ modern Hed- 
ein.” He lives in the house for awhile— 
long enough, perhaps, to get Into the land- 
lord for a good sum, and then, like the Arab, 
he, folda his tent and “beats it.” Then 
there ig the constant kicker. Beware of him, 

What the landlord should do is to find out 
where his prospective tenast works, where he 
used to live, and what his genera! reputation 
is. A reasonable inquiry ought to settle the 


matter.

No one need be ashamed of having a good sized foot 
Sowadays. Mme. de Stiel, one of the world’s most 


brilliant women, possessed large feet, and do not each 
of us number among our acquaintances young women 


of inferior mental caliber who pride themselves upon 
the diminutiveness of their pedal extremities? 
The beauty of the foot cannot be gauged by its length 


during the winter months, but as there are many forms 
of this trouble, one can suggest only a general princi- 
ple of treatment, which must be modified for individual 


cases. 

If you have a suspicion that your feet have been 
“touched with the frost,” shoes and stockings must be 
removed at once in a cold room and the feet rubbed 
briskly with snow or iced water until the skin resumes 
its natural glow. Should this prove ineffective, give 
the feet a sponge bath morning and night, using ich- 
thyol soap, & per cent; then sponge the affected parts 
with hydrochloric acid, diluted 10 per cent. 

Persons suffering from “hilblains should wear roomy 
shoes to allow for swelling, a8 pressure greatly intensi- 
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fies the difficulty and makes absolute cure impossible 
Cold and clammy feet indicate general debility, and, 
though but little benefit can be obtained from external 
treatment, a thorough rubbing with spirits of camphor 
or bay rum mixed with half the quantity of glycerin 
will bring about a good circulation. 


Finer Stockings Now Worn. 

Hosiery is another important consideration. A stock» 
ing that t& too short and contains heavy seams is just 
as injurious as is a shoe of a size too small. Right and 
left stockings are the most desirable, as they conform 
to each foot and are so shaped that while not crampe 
ing the toes, they fit snugly. 

With the passing of the idea of the necessity of woo 
next the skin, women are wearing finer and more deli- 
cate stockings each year throughout the winter sea- 
son. They seldom change the weight of their hose ag 
the cold weather comes on; they uqgually change from 
low shoes to boots for street wear, as a leather covering 
over the ankle ig all that is required. 

With the short narrow skirts that have become se 
universal on this and the other side, the fastidious 
woman is paying more than usual attention to her shoes 
and stockings. Black hose worn on all occasions have 
become a thing of the past. Stockings, and often shoes, 
match the color of the costume in some of its details, 
end if one is sure of a siender ankle she may call 
attention to its beauty by Wearing colored hose with 


black pumps. 

Inasmuch as it is the custom among all civilised 
people to cover the foot entirely, many of its aspects 
of beauty are permanently rendered ‘nvisible, so it is 
perhaps not to be wondered at that in their absence 
Dame Fashion should have so eagerly fixed upon the 
two visible features—size and arched instep. Perhaps 
geme time in the future, when health end beauty will 
be more worshiped than vulgar Fashion fetiches, some 
clever American will invent an elastic tough, and 
leathery, but transparent substance which will protect 
the foot, fitting it like a glove, and show all its out- 
lines. This would put an end to the mutilations re 
sorted to from vanity and would allow woman to fing 
anothee of her charms, 

Under any circumstances, she should take great care 
of her feet, for because a foot’s beauty lies mainly 
in ite permanent bony contours and its fat cushiog 
which alone of all adipose layers on the human body 
resist the ravages of disease and old sze, it is a thing 
of beauty long after all other youthful charms have

Beating Whites of Eon. 

Difficulty is often met with in beating 
whites of eggs, when they absolutely refuse 
to froth. Do not be discouraged, but for 
every egg white add two drops of pure glyc- 
erine, then they will whip quickly to a froth, 
light and stiff. The glycerine is harmless and 
merely has a drying effect, causing the evap- 
oration of moisture from the egg. It is an 
excess of moisture which excludes the air 
from the celle of albumen. Also add the glyc- 
erine to fresh eggs and they will froth in 
half of the usual time required. The above 
has been proved by repeated experiments.

There is no radical innovation in the fall 
fashions for blouses. True, there have been 
little changes in the waist line, a little lean- 
ing toward high necks and long Sleeves, and 
@ great dea! of orientaligm in colors, but the 
wieeve styles tell, perhaps, the really new 
note in blouse styles. . 

While the elbow kimono sleeve has not 
vanished, the smartest of the blouse models 
show long sleeves. Some of the long sleeves 
are merely long and close fitting, set in 
smoothly at the shoulder. Others combine 
an oOversleeve of the modified kinomo type 
with long undersleeve, and newer than either 
are the long sleves full at the elbow and just 
below the elbow, with a Jong tight, wrinkly 
cuff coming down well over the hand. 

Those of us who love the elbow sleeves, 
Tealizing that it is much easier to launder 
armé than the sleeves of a blouse. may pro- 


test against the long sleeve, but without | 
doubt we sha!! have to accept them before 


the season is far advanced. 

Practically all of the fall and winter cos- 
tumes show the long sleeve. Perhaps the 
newest of there sleeves has a top of trans- 
parent material and a deep cuff of the fabric 
that is used in. the gown—broadcloth, serge 
satin, whatever it happens to be. : 

‘The draped sleeve is another new note. It 
is chown on the dressiest of blouses. Sheer. 
soft material Is employed in these sleeves 
and the fuliness fs caught under buttons or 
trimmings of some sort. Thef there are the 
sleeves featured on. bal] gowns that leave a 
portion of the upper arm quite bare. One 
gees sleeves of the filmiest tulle apparently 
twined about the arm and caught in place 
by an ornament or else hanging free like a 
ecarf. There is also a tendency to feature 
the three-quarter sleeve, and the frill finish 
is applied to a considerable extent as a finish 
to sleeves in this measurement. 

The strongest point in the new fashions is 
their femininity. This is a subtle change 
difficult to define, since fashion really has 
not been masculine for quite a long time, but 
they have been more or less severe, and the 
present change means an increase in a!) that 
ie fluffy and delicate. It means not only 
long sleeves but long skirts, too. While the 
outline continues narrow, the shoulders have 
rot increased fn size; in fact, they give a 
closer effect than ever, owing to the new 
line at which they are cut off. , 


There is a tendency to audacity In touches - 


of color used. The color schemes introduced 
may sometimes seem a bit startling to one 
who has not followed the ultra moddsh com- 
binations of color throughout the summer 
season. Sometimes the effect is subtly 
harmonious as it is spectacular. Sometimes, 
however, even the name of an autocratic and 
inspired maker fails to reconcile one to the 
edlor effect employed. Their spectacular 
note’ seems to be their only recommendation 
-4f one considers it a recommendation. 

To begin with, there is an inundation of pur- 
ple; windows are entirely submerged by it, 
and wherever frocks and materials are dis- 
played it makes itself felt. The fact that it is 
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s0 prominently displayed and in such viv. 
tones rings the death knell for it. 

In regard to celor for blouses, the color of 
the blouse must of course harmonize with the 
tailored suit, and the style and cut selected 
should depend entirely upon the lines uo. une s 
figure, remembering that round yoke effects 
are becoming only.to the slender figure and 
that the “VV” effects should be left largely 
to the stout woman because the V shapes 
have a tendency to suggest length and inci- 
dentallyedecrease the size of the bust and 
shoulders, something the tal], thin woman 
cannot afford to do. 

The wide girdles and sashes suit the tall, 
thin type best. Broad ribbons and chiffons, 
loops and fluttering ends of ribbons and all 
such fripperies, too, are hers. Puffed sleeves 
are the thin girl’s very own and should be 
indulged in whenever possible. Broad col- 
lars will become her; also filmy fichus and 
berthas. 

The stout woman should choose preferably 
dark colors that show masses of shadows; 
the soft rich cloths rather than those that 
reflect the right, as the satins, the bright 
silks, and other glossy surfaced fabrics. She 
should select blouse models that are neither 
too tight nor too loose. Above all, she must 
remember that a very tight garment only em- 
phasizes her measurements. : 

A large arm smoothly fitted is apt to sug- 
gest asmall ham, while, were its outlines cor 
cealed by a sieeve simply defining the arm, 
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whether it were norma] or unduly 
would not be made apparent. 

This rule applies to all outer garments 
Skirts should not cling toodightly; still there 
is no reason why they should not follow the 
prevailing mode, providing the lines of the 
figure are followed but not too closely out- 
lined. 

A stout, shapeless woman is most unsightly. 
Her aim should be to appear well groomed 
and smart looking, leaving the fiuffy things 
‘or those who can wear them becomingly. 

The use of Brussels net in the yoke and high 
collars is doubtlessly responsible for the ex- 
tensive use of net side frills, usually seen in 
white with a colored net hem to match the 
waist. One of the most popular of these 
styles is the frill which extends to the shoul- 
ler line at the top and tapers off to a much 
iarrower width towards the waist. 

In some cases, to accentuate the new shou!- 
ler effect, the yoke extends over the shoulder 

o the elbow or even below it, ending in a cuff 
\gain, the sleeve will preserve the kimono 
outline. but is cut separately and set on with 
a cording of satin or chiffon below'the low 
shoulder line. Where these full “length 
sleeves are used they are often, too, broken 
in length by a cuff from four to six inches in 
depth, set on to the close fitting upper por- 
tion. 

Of course it is easy to carry any of these 
ideas to extremes, but I should say that it 
will be easier for a conservative woman to 
dress fashionably this year than it ever has 
been:before. Some of thes new blouse models 
are weird in their oriental effect, but on the 
whole they are rational enough. 

No sensible woman would choose at any 
time the too distinctive or eccentric fashions, 
fur she knows full well that they must be 
modified before they wil] be accepted as good 
style. But she can easily select a good fash- 
ion that has some little detail of novelty either 
in the trimming or in the cut. 

The first styles that appear in early autumn 
can almost always be relied upon as being 
the advance styles for winter, just as the 
late winter style modgls are always good sum- 
‘ner style features. 

There is also a fair showing of velvet waist< 
in suit colorings trimmed with bright touches 
of color. White corduroy blouses are a nov- 
elty in the velvet line. They are shown in 
tailored style, with here and there a mode! 
showing the Ruegsian influence, the latter 
being finished off at the waist with a broad 
patent leather belt.

mantel inirror isan estab- 
lished fact and as a decorative feature we 
ail it with delight; éspeci: alls those modeled 
after colonial and empire styles, which give 


qfite an alr of distinction to a room. 
These revived old styles are not like those 
great, Square, heavy framed mirrors used 


during the “ugly period covered by the last 
quarter Of the nineteenth century; these &x- 
tended from the mantel to the ceiling and 
their chief purpose seemed to be to reflect the 
ponderous chandeliers and the mante! “ set 
of pseudo bronzes. 

Those now com'ng Into vogue are long and 
narrow, to be placed either in a horizontal or 
@ perpendicular position. The new French 
plate mantel mirror is usually found to meas- 
ure s8x40 inches, with the frame from two 
to eight inches wide. 

These are now seen in many beautiful 
rooms and there is as much demand for new 
ones as for antique mirrors. They are not 
only used with charming effect in drawing 
rooms but in ltbraries and bedrooms 4s well. 

One of the mOst popular of the revived 
designs ig that having the glass divided into 
three sections by Means of little ornamenta! 
posts, the framework showing a carved 
festoon of flowers. These are strictly mantel 
mirrors, but the perpendicular ones come in 
many different sizes to sult various wal! 
spaces and are copies of the colonial shaving 
glasses, having a quaint, old time picture at 
the upper end. 

Some of these pictures are after Watteau 
designs, others look like tapestry and rep- 
licas of old prints

Oval Mirror Another Revival. 

Another style of revived mirror !s the oval 
one, which ts of two varietieg—those having 
ornaments at either end, li a bunch of 
massed roses, and those with perfectly plain 
frames. The round ones are also most effec- 
tive, especially those having the openwork 
design in the frame. When well placed, these 
mirrors, by reflecting them, accentuate the 
beauties of a room; but alas! for the effect 
when mirrors are too numerous in one apart- 
ment. 

Mantel! mirrors give the best effect when 
placed against a plain wall paper and when 
the mantel is rot filled with meaningless

ornamenting, a mantel should have either 

ahree or five objects on it, only. Three give 

a severe effect, but some sultable ornament | 
may be placed on each side, between the cen- | 
ter and ends, making five. More than this 
are extremely inartistic and show the man- 
tel decorator to be ignorant of the period to 
which she is trying to conform. 

Above all things do not be guilty of putting 
scarf draperies on mantels; and while the 
atrocious taste off this; is so obvious, yet the 
fact remains that they are still to be seen in 
houses where the people are supposed to 
know better.

leaned family photographs 

In the dining room of another house the 
mantel decoration was so uniquély ugly that 
it was ludicrous to the last degree. 

There was a Diana on each end of the 
mantel, made of plaster coated with bronze.

Dr. C. F. Walsh of London hasbeen making 
a study of specific cases of double personali- 
-ties which have come under his observation, 
and in his opinion no person is so strongly 
individual in characteristics that a sudden ac- 
cident to the brain may not result in the al- 
most instantaneous changing of “Dr. Jekyll” 
into “Mr. Hyde.” As a suggestion of what 
may happen in skull fractures, thousands of 
people have had opportunity to observe the 
effects upon friends and acquaintances who 
have suffered only comparatively mild con- 
cussion of the brain. 

This effect from a person's falling upon his 
head has served tn thousands of cases to 
worry the victim of the fall beyond measure, 
simply for the reason that certain hours— 
werbaps days and weeks—have been lost to 
the patient's memory. beyond recall. To the 
experienced physician and surgeon this lapse 
of memory of things preceding a concussion 
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of the brain has been considered characteris- 
tie of that form of accident. but while friends 
may be reassured on this point the victim may 
worry himself half to death

It poisons the passion it would 
prove. It Is mot, apparently, reciprocal, and

In fact, take them by and large, all artificial 

tests of love are equally foolish and vain, 
proving nothing, or else proving the reverse 
of what is sought to be proved.

For 
no matter how they result in all such “tests” 
there is a more or less protracted period of 
acute mental anguish experienced by the 
lover, and nine times out of ten he is no wiser 
and no more convineed at the end of the test 
than he was at its beginning. 
. But it seems to be a symptom of _ the 
“ maladie de cur” to indulge fn these follies, 
for it dethrones reason and brings about 
mental anarchy, in its early stages at least. 
Advising lovers is like advising lunatics—a 
thankless and dangerous task. However, in 
the matter of tests of love, to those who 
contemplate such a course,@one is impelled at 
any cost to shout a warning “ Don't.”

Women of all ages have yielded eagerly 

to the spell and nearly every one is danc- 

ing madly, from the tiny tot who waltzes 

around withs her Teddy bear, pretending 

he is a “really” partner, to the white- 

haired grandmamma who startles her 

grandchildren by suddenly “ breaking out” in an Irish 

jig. 

It is no longer the proper thing to ask “Do you 
dar.ce?*’ ‘‘ What do you dance?” is now invariably the 
question. The woman who does not dance is almost 
classed with the extinct. 

The simple art of dancing the waltz or two-step is 
looked down upon by the new devotees of Terpsichore, 
They admit that ballroom dances are a necessity, as in- 
dispensable as afternoon tea and French pastry, but 
their serious attention is claimed by the classic and 
oriental forms of dancing. The woman who has fallen 
under the magic spell of the new dance madness is not 
satisfied with dancing with ‘her toes. She interprets 
ideals and emotions with her arms, her head, her torso. 
She dances through figures and contortions portraying 
the spirit of music and the motifs of poems. She will 
depict for you, with no other medium than her graceful 
limbs and lithe body, the scent of flowers, the senses, 
and the emotions. 

The dignified Greek. dances are popular with the 
women who take their dancing seriously. These are 
interpretations of old legends of Hellenic literature; 
silently the dancers glide through a series of brief 
poses which suggest adoration, love, hate, and good and 
bad impulses.

Society Women to Interpret Myth. 

A number of society women have been working for 
gome time with Miss Mary Hinman on an interpretation 
of the exquisite myth of “The Approach of Spring.” 
Here is the “story without words” which they present: 
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they push aside the branches and gaze at the sun. Then 
they turn to watch the flickering shadows of the first 
green leaves upon the brown earth. Feeling the warmth 
of the sun as it falls full upon them, they sing in 
praise and gather the modest flower of the spring and 
offer it in gratitude to Pan, the god of youth. 

The maidens trace Apollo’s course from his first ap- 
pearance upon the horizon to his throne high overhead— 
then, stooping tenderly, they whisper to the sleeping 
flowers the wondrous tidings of another spring, and 
point them upward to their god, the sun. 

The maidens now.call up the winds and watch their 
flight across the skies; then, bidding farewell to winter, 
they pass from out the grove. Gowned in the straight, 
simple, flowing Hindu robe, the gibbah, these women 
Pass from one graceful pose to another with impres- 
Sive effect. Months of tireless practicing are necessary 
to perfect themselves in such a dance.

Freedom of Body Essential. 


Absolute freedom of the body is necessary when !n- 
terpreting the classic dance. Corsets are discarded and 
the only garment worn, aside from the gibbah, is a 
Plain, straicht uniform which takes the place of lin- 
gerie. The feet are also left free; gone are the padded 
Slipper of the toe dancer, the clattering clogs of the old- 
time minstrel, and only a simple sandal] is permitted, 
though many dance with their feet entirely bare: 

Another Greek dance which will be often given by so- 
ciety women at private entertainments this season is 
“The Danza,” or “ The Dance of the Tree Hearts.” This 
is the quaint story of the trees’ hearts who are allowed 
to come to life for a few minutes in the form of beau- 
tiful maidens once in a hundred years. They stand mo- 
tionless at first, then begin to show signs of life, wav- 
ing their arms gracefully in the breeze, and, stepping 
Out, they dance gaily as they have often seen the fair 
maidens who come to the forest dance under the trees. 

They discover the brook and splash the water over 
themselves joyfully, hoping that it will revive their 
Souls, which they know must soon be again confined 
in the tree trunks unless the great god Pan comes to 
their aid and allows them to remain aliva 

They lift their hands in prayer to him repeatedly, 
begging for continued life. However, he doesnot grant 
their prayers, and we see the graceful tree hearts

slowly become inert and their limbs move less and less, 
until they finally become perfectly still; they have re 


entered the tree trunks and‘are condemned to another 


hundred years of waiting. 

The usual dress for this dance is the kimono-like 
gibbah, but when it is given for the little folk cos- 
tumes made of green moss and brown bark are worn 


to carry out the illusion.

Dances Accompanied by Reader. 

The latest idea in interpretative dancing is to have 
the poses accompanied not only by music but by a 
reader reciting the poem to the rhythm of the dance. 
“The Witch” is particularly impressive when danced to 
the accompaniment of the spoken word. There is noth- 
ing light and joyful about this dance and it leaves the 
audience awed and silent when well performed.

Life is calling-me; day smiles upon me. 
Powers of justice break but do not leave me.

The sun upon my hands and on my feet

The utter hopelessness of the witch, who is ac 
cused of a crime which she did not commit and for 
which she must suffer death, is depicted by the dancer 
with appealing realism. 

The classic dance is not attempted by the beginner. 
To express the poetry of motion and emotion with the 
arms, the head, the body, and the lege is not an easy 
matter. It requires physical activity and suppleness; 
the muscles must be responsive to the will.

Simple Dances the First Lessons. 

In order to prepare themselves for the Greek dance 
women have to learn the simple dances of modern days; 
these give them endurance, grace, poise, and skill. Skirt 
dancing, clog dancing—all the good old types of step 
dancing are by no means neglected. 

The Highland fling, the buck and wing are danced to

ankles and knees. The average wvinan’s knees when 
she starts dancing are said by the expert to be “ ter- 
rible.” It seems that when the knees are not brought 
into play they become almost misformed. They are 
inclined to turn in or out—-and one is as inartistic as 
the other 

The good old cachucha, a Spanish dance which 
has never lost its popularity, is valued because it makes 
the body supple and lithe. It is also declared that it is 
especially fine for keeping a woman young in her hip 
line, and in preventing that ‘catastrophe which is de- 
scribed as settling down into an advancing waist line. 
The solemn, serious way the woman whose figure re- 
fuses to conform to beer-hbottle symmetry, practices the 
Spanish dance for hours at a time shows that Chicago 
women at least have marvelous endurance and per- 
sistence. 

“A great many of my pupils do more actual hard 
work during one dancing lesson than they would in 
half a day shoveling coal,” says F. H. Peak. “The 
popular dancing of the day is strenuous wowrk. Women 
work at their dancing as they do at music, singing, or 
any other art. If they were required to do actual work 
of as strenuous a character, they would think they were 
mightily abused and no doubt break down in a few 
weeks.

“Starlight” and “Thistledown”™ are the names of 
two of the effective fancy dances which are to be taught 
the society women of Highland Park by Miss Cella 
Hopkins this winter. The movements and combinations 
in these dances are similar to those used by the toe 
dancers, but the dancing is not done on the toe points 
These dances are particularly recommended for the 
woman who is handicapped with large feet. It is claimed 
that they will actually shorten the feet and raise the 
arch. The foot may become slightly broader, for much 
of the weight ts carried on the ball, but it will surely 
become perceptibly shorter.

Easy Work to Judge a Man. 


When you stand up to meet an opponent tn boxing. 
or are facing some large, impulsive man who has prom- 
ised to black your eye for you, you can fell something 
of what is about to occur by a scrutiny of the individ- 
ual. Look at him well. How does he stand? What do 
his eyes, his feet, tell you? If you find that he stands 
.ith his right foot and his right arm forward, you al- 
ready have a pretty good idea that ne is not an 6x- 
perienced boxer or fighter. Of course, there are excep- 
tions, but as a rule when a man comes at you, right 
forward,, you may know that he has never learned to” 
use his left hand and is slow and awkward with it. 
This alone should give you enough confidence to carry 
you half way through the encounter. 

A man who leads out with his right for your counte- 
nance may be met with several good things. The 
choice is up to you. A left hand swing on the right 
section of his ribs will have a very satisfactory effect 
if you land it hard. Duck his blow first—don’t forget 
that—and let him have it on the kidney if you can. 
You can follow this up with a right straight to his 
face, with the whole weight in it. Or, if he looks ripe 
higher up, you can return his right lead-(at the same 
time ducking it) at once by fhe straight counter. to his 
face. You can afford to take his blow, for it. will prob- 
ably be nothing more than a poke, while yours will 
have your full weight in it. If he should try to cross 
your blow with his left, you can, if your eyes are oper 
and observant, change your tactics in time, guard

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Tt has been left to the twentieth century to 
add one of the most amazing traditions to the 
many surrounding the famous “stone of des- 
tiny,” which for six centuries has reposed be- 
neath the British coronation chair. Preaching 
recenily al Westminsier Abbey, Archdeacon 
Wilberforce astonished the congregation by 
quoting a well known antiquarian as saying 
the “‘stone of destiny” is also the rock from 
which Moses struck water for the thirsting 
| children of Israel. 
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* * 
Official Version of Stone's History. 


The history of the stone takes us back to the dim 
twilight of Celtic myth, and even far earlier. The offi- 
cial verBion is as follows: Gathelus, son of Cecrops, 
builder. of Athens, took to wife Pharaoh's daughter 
Scota, whose heart had been touched by Moses’ preach- 
ing. To escape the Egyptian plagues they removed to 
Spain, taking with them the stone on which Jacob had 
slept at Beth-El. (Some hold that the texture of the 
stone resembles that of Pompey’s pillar at Alexandria, 
others that it came from the neighborhood of Dunstaff- 
nage castle.) Gathelus built Compostella (the associa- 
tion with St. James is at least remarkable) and “sate 
as king upon his marble chair in Brigantia.” His son, 
Hyberus, carried the stone into Ireland and it served 
for ages as the inaugural seat of the Irish monarch at 
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The chronology of the stone, in legend and 
history, is as follows: Jacob fleeing to Beth-El, 
sleeps with the stone for a pillow and sees the 
vision of the heaven climbing ladder. 


Moses smites upon the stone in the wilder- 
‘ness and water gushes farth to quench the 
thirst of the children of Israel. This was 300 
years after Jacob's vision, and 200 miles south 
in northern Arabia. 

Gathelus, son of Cecrops marries Pharaoh's 
daughter Scota, and they flee from Egypt to 
Spain, taking the sacred stone of destiny. 

Gathelus builds Composiella and uses the 
stone in the throne on which he rules as king 
of Brigantia. 

Hyberus, son of Gathelus, carries the sione 
of destiny to Ireland ‘o become the seat of the 
Trish rulers at Tara. 

Fergus takes the stone to Argyleshite as a 
bond of union with the Scots, and it is used 
in the throne of Iona. 

Kenneth, in 850, brings the stone to Scone 
where it serves the Scotch kings for centuries. 
Edward I. takes the stone from Scotland to 
London in 1296. It is still in Westminster 
Abbey and George V. is crowned upon it.

AVE the kings of England, from the days 
of Edward I., been crowned on the rock 
that Moses smote in the wilderness to 
bring forth water for the children of 
Israel? 

Such would be the fact if recent asser- 

tions are true regarding the Stone of 

Scone that rests in the seat of the British 

coronation chair. This stone is perhaps the most fa- 

mous bit of rock in the world. Around it have been 

woven the myths and prophecies of many a dark age 

and fdr country. The possessor of it, according to 

prophecy, shall rule in many far lands. Hence it has 

been called, for hundreds of years, the Stone of Des- 

tiny. The prophecy—when made and by whom, none 

knows—has come true with the British monarchs, for 

mowhere elee on earth is there a throne that rules so 

many distant colonies. | 

But the assertion that this stone can be the rock, or 

a part of the rock, that Moses smote in the wilderness 
is a new agsertion, startling in its daring.

Biblical Account Only Direct One. 


The only. direct account in biblical or other literature 
of the smiting of the rock is that contained in Exodus, 
shapter 17: 


“And all the congregation of the children of Israel 
journeyed from the wilderness of Sin, after their 
journeys, according to the commandment of the 
Lord, and pitched in Rephidim, and there was no 
water for the people to drink. Wherefore the peo- 
ple did chide with Moses and said, ‘Give us water 
that we may drink. And Moses said unto them, 
‘Why chide ye with me? Wherefore do ye tempt 
the Lord?’ And the people thirsted there for 
water and the people murmured against Moses and 
said, ‘Wherefore is this that thou has brought us 
up out of Egypt to kill us and our children and 
cattle with thirst?" And Moses cried unto the 

. Lord, saying, ‘What shall ‘I do unto this people? 
. They be almost ready to stone me.’ And the Lord 
said unto Moses, ‘Go on before the people and take 
with thee of the elders of Israel. and the rod 
wherewith thou smotest the river, take in thine 
hand and go. Behold, I will stand before thee 
there upon the rock in Horeb, and thou shalt smite 
the rock and there shall come water out of it, that 
the people may drink.” And Moses did so in the 
sight of the elders of Israel.” 

Here is presented the whole of the literature deal- 
ing with the smiting of the rock. In later Jewish writ- 
ing references are made to this passage, but nowhere 
have students ever found another word relating to the 
bringing forth of the waters. Moses smote, the water 
came; Israel was satisfied. No one knows where the 
rock was, except that it was in northern Arabia. His- 
tory. profane or sacred, gives us no further word of 
the rock. Even the tourist in this day. when all the 
“properties of antiquity are presented for inspection 
at’se muck the ticket, is not shown the Rock of Moses. 
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Wilberforce Accepts the Assertion. 


And now, after all these thousands of years of si- 
lemce, the Rock of Moses is said to repose under the 
seat of the coronation chair of the British monarchs. 
Archdeacon Wilberforce of London, high in the estab- 
lished church, has found the assertiens of a well known 
British antiquarian of sufficient weight for a public 
presentation in Westminster abbey. 

Earlier centuries had supplied the “Stone of Destiny ” 
with enough of legend and history without this final 


touch. Even Jacob himself has figured in th. lfe of. 


the stone. It is alleged this Stone of Scone is the block 
upon which rested Jacob's head at Beth-E]. when. flee- 
ing the wrath of his brother, he saw the vision of the 
ladder mounting into the heavens. 

Fact and fancy join to make this “Stone of Destiny” 
the most interesting bit of rock in the world. The 
earliest books of British history, though otherwise bar- 

n of literature, have at least a picture of the stone. 

is now to be found in Westminster abbey. fastened 
under the seat of the coronation chair. This chair itself 
ie venerable enough without the stone to receive the 
reverend attention of the traveler. The quaint Gothic 
seat, however, has not always received reverend atten-

union with the Scots of the mainland, and in Iona it 
was again used as an inaugural throne. 

The history of the stone after its arrival] at Iona may 
be taken as in the main authéntic. The dying Columba 
laid his head upon it and in 850 A. D. Kenneth found 
it at Dunstaffnage and brought it to Scone. Inclosed 
in a wooden ehair it served for four centuries and a 
half as the coronation seat of Scottish kings. But in 
1296 Edward Longshanks, “‘hbesyde mony othir crueltis,”’ 
took the “said chair of merbyll out of Scone to London 
and put it into Westmonistar, quhaer it remains to our 
dayis.”

Londoners Hold Fast to Stone. 


It is said that the stone groans when a rightful sov- 
ereign sits on it and that it is silent under a usurper. 
The reports of the recent coronation of King George V. 
do not announce whether the stone gave out its proper 
salute or not. 

The Scots, on losing their mystical emblem, obtained 
from Rome a coronation order, first used for David I.

though there is not a line of authority for either sup- 
position, I prefer the former.

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used a stone reasonably small, while all the illustra- 
tions by thé medieval artists of Moses smiting the 
rock show him striking a large stone, part of the cliff. 

‘Archdeacon Wilberforce is a man of prominence and 
learning in the ‘church, and I do not know on what 
grounds the assertion is made that the Stone-of Destiny 
is the stone from which Moses brought forth water. I 
see that the archdeacon is quoted as saying the ant 
quarian who puts forward the theory showed him @ 
cleft in the stone from which he believes the water 
flowed. However, there is absolutely nothing in the 
Bible or the Apocrypha of Pseudepigrapha or in Egyp- 
tian. or ancient Coptic writings to show what became 
of either stone.

Facts Against the Theory. 


“If the British coronation seat were Jacob’s pillow 
it is hard to see how it could be also the rock of 
Moses. A difference of about 200 miles and 300 years 
separates the two events. Jacob is supposed to have 
slept at Shechem, which is now Nabulus, the modern 
» i Bis Samaritan city.’ This is southeast of the Sea of Ti- 
aaa berius, the Sea of Galilee. I was there two years ago 
and I was shown many other things, but no One claimed 
to have or to know of the pillow of Jacob. The bring- 
ing forth of the waters by Moses—I may say this also 
has been doubted by many biblical students as an actual 
occurrence—has been placed in northern Arabia, near 
Petra, perhaps 100 miles south and east of the Dead sea. 
‘‘The sons of Jacob went to Egypt and, as has been 
suggested, it is possible the stone from Beth-El may 
have been regarded as sacred and have been taken by 
them to Egypt. Later, it is not impossible to assume, 
the Israelites may have cafried the sacred relic with 
them into the wilderness. But it is rather hard to 
assume that this small stone could have gushed forth 
the waters with which the thirst of the children of 
israel was appeased. ce] 
“The Bible does tell of stones being carried out of 
the wilderness. But these were the stones of the ark 
and the ark was built years after the account of Moses 
smiting the rock. 
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EGweard ical, zn L296, Zabes the Stone of Scone 


forever Out of Scotland. 


Although the return of the stone was ardently desired, 
the Londoners would never permit it to be sent north 
again. Edward I. dedicated it to the Confessor and set 
it begide his altar in the abbey. In 1300 he had a chair 
made, intended to be of bronze, but the wooden model 
still retains, the stone. Once elaborately ornamented 
with diaper and gessowork and heraldic blazonry, the 
chair has been so defaced that ‘it is now covered with 
cloth of gold when it is used in the coronation ceremony. 

One of the most interesting desecrations that have 
befallen the chair is attributed to a Westminster school- 
boy who was locked by accident in the abbey over night 
anc who used the exalted coronation chair for a couch. 
The lad does not appear to have been particularly ele- 
vated in mind by the experience. 

A smaller replica of the chair was made for the use 
of Mary II. at her coronation as joint sovereign with 
William III. This is the only case of any British sov- 
ereign since 1296 who has not sat in the chair when 
crowned. } 


A popular legend regarding the stone is that it is the 
identical stone on which Jacob slept during his vision of 
the ladder. It is said to have been taken to the temple 
of Solomon and thence by Titus to Spain. The official 
story, however, regards this feature as a somewhat 
modern interpolation. It is said to have been invented 
by flatterers for the edification of King James (Ja- 
cobus) I.’ By this little literary concei:: these men. 
doubtless, were able to please King James with the idea 
that he was the direet follower of Jacob himself.

Prince of Wales Learning Game. 


While the Prince of Wales has not yet attained any 
Proficiency at polo, choosing rather tennis and cricket, 
he is learning, and he is still so much a boy that his 
polo years’ are just coming on.

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German “tronfolger" has been practicing .hard aj 
summer. He has always been an ardent sportsman, ex- 
ceeding in that regard the ambitions of his father, 
whose leanings in that respect are toward yachting and 
hunting. 

All of Germany has of late years been experiencing 
a remarkable revival of the play spirit. The Germans 
have adopted the English word “sport” into their own 
language, and have taken with it a goodly number of 
English and American games. It has been some years 
since the tennis court began to be seen in all parts of 
the empire, but until quite recently the players to be 
seen there were mainly Englishmen and Americans. 
The last season, on the other hand, the Germans have 
far outnumbered the others. One will recall in this 
connection the anger of Prince Hitel-Fritz at an Ameri- 
ean expert’s refusal to take him on for a tennis set on 
Sunday. . 3 

Cricket, football, polo, golf, and even baseball are be- 
ing played in the fatherland, as yet mainly by the lei- 
sure classes, but little by little in every circle. Polo is 
having a great run among the German army officers, 
who constitute a large class of the lower aristocracy 
everywhere imitated by the common people. There are 
at present more than fifty regimental teams in. the 
Kaiser's country, not as yet such teams as would com- 
pete with any sort of success against the best that 
England and America can show, but nevertheless, polo

Germany Follows Kaiser's Wishes. 


In addition, many of the larger German towns are 
putting polo teams in the field, and games between 
cities, after the fashion of our baseball leagues, are be- 
ing. played in increasing numbers. Germany goes about 
things of this kind in a little more direct way than ours. 
If the kaiser believes that a certain sport ought to be 
encouraged he lets it be known to the towns, to his 
soldiers, and his nobility. Thus when he wanted to 
encourage yachting he appealed to his big ports, and 
yachts were shortly sailing from- nearly all thése cities. 

This is really what has happened in the matter of 
polo. The crown prince became a devotee of the great 
mounted game a year or more ago. He let it be known 
that he thought. more of it ought to be played in his 
country, and the result is that the principal cities and 
the mounted regiments are in the field with good fives. 

The crown prince is himself possibly the most ac- 
complished player of his country, and, likewise, the fimst 
royal personage to attain real proficiency with the long 
mallet. It is more than probable that, as the polo fever 
grows in his country, he will be in the field with a 
team capable of doing justice to the British cracks, 
Just how far sport will eliminate the lines of class in 
a case of this sort is dangerous to say, but if the past 
is any criterion, one may look to see the crown prince 
playing under the direction of a subaltern of the purple

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Demountables in General Use. 

Whereas a year ago demountable rims usu- 
ally were offered as optional equipment, 
which meant that they would be fitted if the 
customer pald extra for them, now one finds 
that on the high priced cars itis exceptional! 
to find one that does not use demountables as 
regular equipment. But it is not confined en- 
tirely to thé high priced class. and one finds 
the rims on cars selling as lowas%1,.00. The 
motoring ,public appreciates the demount- 
ables because it means less work and worry 
to be thusequipped. A demountable consists 
of a spare rim to which is fitted a tire already 
inflated. In case of a puncture the driver 
simply unfastens a set of bolts. pulls off the 
rim with the flat tire, and substitutes a fresh 
one. The entire operation can be gone 
through with in a few minutes and the dam- 
aged tire repaired at leisure. 

Electric lighting of cars is another one of 
the talking points, for nowadays one discov- 
érs that not only are the side lights electrics 
but many are using them for headlights. In 
most cases this electricity is obtained from 
storage batteries but there are instances 
where the current is secured from a dynamo 
which charges the storage battery. so th:

Power tire pumps, too, are no longer a lux- 
ury but almost a necessity, for now that mo- 
toring has passed the pioneer stage the aver- 
age owner does not want to do any more 
work than he has to. ‘This idea of putting 
eighty pounds of air into a tire with a foot 
pump is horrifying to those who have power 
tire pumps where the work is done by the 
engine and all that is nec¢ssary to do Is to 
attach the hose, start the engine, and wait 
until the tire is hard enough 

With self-starters. demountable rims, and 
power tire pumps so much in evidence it is 
Plain to be seen that the chief aim of the de- 
signers has been to make motoring easy for 
the public.

Carburetor Mixture 
Is Much Improved. 


The perfection of the carburetor mixture 
has been accomplished by the insertion of 
an automatic air injector in the intake mani- 
fold. 

This mechanism, called a“ speedo,” breaks 
ap under spray each particle of gas after 
leaving the carburetor. Consequently more 
air is required. The automatic injection of 
air then causes the proper mixture and exact 
combustion at a less expenditure of fuel. 
To have greater power with smaller expense 
and a cooler engine has been the aim of ex- 
perts for the last year. Experiments were 
made within the carburetor itself, but it was 
found that the combustive efficiency there 
was limited to the Initial contact of gasoline 
and air. Proper mixture from any needle 
valve adjustment was difficult, especially 
since the initia] mixture must maintain ea 
constant quality. 

Outside mixers above the carburetor, con- 
trolled by hand, were then tested; but were 
feund too irregular. 

Finally their aim was accomplished when 
an automatic-mizer was perfected. This

The nineteenth century disregarded beauty, 
crushed it out with huge engines, crowded 
it out with cheap, machine made goods. The 
twentieth century may yet discover that its 
highest possible service to the race will be 
the winning back of this spirit of beauty in:o 
a world created beautiful, but half spoiled 
by its inhabitants. 

But to return to our exhibition, which, in 
its modest way, represents a wicely diffused 
consciousness of the need of change. Of 
useful objects shown the most important are 
table silver and china. In the former de- 
partment Arthur J. Stone of Boston outranks 
other exhibiters with bowls, pitchers, 
spoons, etc., whose exquisite beauty of line 
is emphasized just enough by beautifully de- 
signed ornament. The flat silver of George 
P. Bianchard relies upon shapeliness alone, 
without a single line or molding to assist 
it; the effect being good but a little bare.

On the whole, these jewels would indicate 
that many American women and a few men 
are evolving an interesting little school of 
their own In this delicate art; one which de- 
rives more from medizval and early renalis- 
sance jewel aetters than from those of mod- 
ern Europe, which is practically independent 
and creative, and which is growing in grace 
of design. appreciation of color harmonies, 
and perfection of workmanship.

T WAS Lowell long ago who ven- 
tured to add to the beatitudes 
the necessary assertion that 
“Blessed 
nothing to say— and can not 
be persuaded to say it!” How 
few are the blessed, according to 

' this addition to the law and the 

gospel! How few there are who recognize that 
silence is pure gold and that speech is often only 
German silver! How few there are who are aware 
that the soul of wit is to be achieved by taking 
thought and by saving talk! Most men nowadays 
are possest*® with a belief that they are charged each 
of them with a message, as soda-water is charged 
with gas; and they spout it forth irresistibly as soon 
as the cap is removed by the toast-master. They 
never refuse any invitation to stand and deliver. 
And the time has come when somebody ought to do 
something. The hour is at hand for a concerted 
effort to save the lives of the listeners. 

Since we are none of us absolute autocrats, and 


since we are powerless to effect immediately by in- 
dividual fiat the reforms we personally feel to be 
imperative, there is no other course than to call for 
aid upon our fellow-sufferers, and to bid the down- 
trodden masses to arise in their might and to throw 
off this intolerable burden. There will be a swift 
response to the weleome summons whenever any one 
of us has the courage to issue a call for an Inter- 
State League for the Prevention of Cruelty to Lis- 
enters. Among the first signers we may expect to

ought always to have the flavor of the spoken word 
and not the stiffness of the written phrase. 

Then, the 1.-S. L. P. C. L. ‘might cause to be in- 
vented a ten-minute hour-glass, which the successive 
speakers should be required to turn as they arose; 
and which would— when the sands of time had 
run out the allotted sixth of an hour — ring a loud 
gong, warning the orator that his portion of eternity 
had expired. The stalwart patience of our Puritan 
ancestors allowed the preachers of New England, 
two centuries ago, to take an actual hour-glass into 
the pulpit to keep their overflowing power within 
the ample limits of sixty minutes. But this excel- 
lent device lackt the suggested improvement of the 
inexorable gong; and, as a result, we have the anec- 
dote of the preacher who had reacht only his sev- 
enthly when the instrument reminded him that his 
time was up, and who thereupon unscrupulously re- 
versed the safeguard of the unprotected listeners 
with the unprineipled declaration, that “we will take 
another glass before we go!” 

This painful historical fact proves that the listen- 
ers are helplessly at the mercy of a speaker whose 
selfishness is as indurated as his conscience is flex- 
ible. It is true that this horrible example was re- 
corded scores of years ago, and that civilization has 
advanced in some respects. Such an outrage upon 
the decencies of life would’ probably be impossible 
to-day; and even if there should survive any man 
bold enough to venture on iti, the congregation would 
rise in its wrath and leave the sacred edifice without 
hesitation. This rebuke would be silent, but none the 
less withering. cas 

Nowadays, it is pleasant to believe, there are very 
few speakers so. case-hardened in conceit as to be 
absolutely irresponsive to the loud clang of the bell 
let loose by the ten-minute hour-glass. Even the 
most egotistie of post-prandial orators would there- 
after be aware that the rest of the assembly had 
been warned of the expiration of his allotted period. 
And he could not help an uneasy consciousness that 
his audience would thereafter have a right to regard 
him as an intruder, He could not wholly with- 
stand the mute influence of public opinion. As 
Lowell once put it pithily, “The pressure of public 
opinion is like the pressure of the atmosphere — 
you can’t see it, but it’s sixteen pounds to the 
square inch, all the same.” _. 

Publie opinion, indeed, is the chief thing that 
the public speaker has to reckon with. It is to in- 
fluence opinion that he has risen to his feet. If he 
has not something that he wants to say to that 
particular gathering in the hope of persuading its 
constituent elements, of effecting a change in their 
attitude, of winning them over to his own views — 
then he had better keep silent. An audience is gen- 
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erally willing to listen when it hears a man taku

Perhaps this is a little too summary 
and too arbitrary a device for intro- 
duction into the United States. But 
no one can deny that it is thoroly dem- 
ocratic. It is in absolute accordance 
with the theory that the majority must 
rule. Indeed, it is distinctly too favor- 
able to the majority; and some modi- 
fication would have to be made to as- 
sure the alternation of speakers from 
the opposing parties, and to guarantee 
that the speakers belonging to the 
minority party should be allowed at 
least a minimum of five or ten min- 
utes. Of course, this might be at- 
tained by applying a principle similar 
to that of the time-lock, and_by releas- 
ing the leaden balls to the members ex- 
actly. five or ten minutes after the see- 
saw has elevated a speaker into the 
rostrum. This would make the five- 
minute or ten-minute rule automatic, 
unless a majority should be willing to 
extend the time, an extension which 
would always take place tacitly, leav- 
ing to the majority the right to enforce 
it if they saw fit. But Vibert’s device 
would make it a little diffienlt for a 
speaker who had possession of the floor 
to yield part of his time to any one 
else. 

Congress has found a method of pro- 
tecting itself from the long-winded 
loquacity of members who are speaking 
not so much to influence their colleags 
as to impress their constituents. The 
member for Buncombe who is talking 
for home consumption ean ask “leave 
to print.” As a result the Congres- 
sional Record is stuft with speeches 
that were never delivered, even tho the 
most of them may be mendaciously 
punetuated with (applause) and 
(laughter). It is greatly to be desired 
that this privilege might be extended 
also to after-dinner speakers, who 
eould be permitted to get up to show 
themselves, to exhibit their carefully 
prepared orations, and to hand these 
over to the reporters; after which, they 
could subside silently. 

Vibert’s invention, suggestive as it 
is, could not’easily be adapted to Amer- 
ican habits;.and it is difficult to see 
how it might be made available for 
the protection of. the dinner-table, 
where the conditions are not propiti- 
ous. And it is almost as hopeless to 
look for help from the British as from 
the French. Our kin across the sea 
have, however, a device of their own 
which is not without its advantages. 
When a speaker tires them, they 
simply cough him down. They are 
less long-suffering than their Ameri- 
ean cousins; and they are less consider- 
ate, it may be, of the feelings of their 
fellows. Each isa stickler for his own 
rights; and when his right to digest his 
dinner in peace is infringed, the Briton 
is likely to take the law into his own 
hands and to let the speaker discover 
instantly that the limit of patient en- 
durance has been reacht. 

But whether we ean conquer our 
native kindliness and borrow this more 
or less brutal method of the British, 
or whether we can find suggestion in 
the ‘French invention of Vibert, we 
shall have to do something, beyond all 
question. The present situation 1s in- 
tolerable.

Trap-shooting 
is the term by which gameless gunning 
is popularly known. 

The prediction that gameless gun- 
ning will eontinue to grow in popular- 
ity is based, first, on the proved popu- 
larity of shooting as a sport in the 
United States, and, second, on the facet 
that every year this national desire to 
shoot something finds less opportunity 
for gratification in gunning for live 
game. Not only is comparatively little 
game left, but the shooting of that 
little is almost entirely prohibited by 
law. Notwithstanding the fact that 
game laws were already stringent in 
all the states, there were two hundred 
and fifty new laws enacted during the 
past year; license fees were generally

Rhode Island, South Carolina, South 
Dakota, Tennessee, Texas, Utah, Ver- 
mont, Washingtcn, West Virginia and 
Wisconsin, all made changes in their 
game laws. 

In view of these facts, one would 
naturally suppose,that the sale of guns 


increased; bag limits were reduced; 
and closed seasons were extended. 

A bulletin, soon to be issued by the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, shows that the deer season was 
shortened from eleven to six days in 
Colorado, and from one hundred and 
nine to sixty-two days in California. 
Much needed protection was given gray 
and black squirrels by Kansas; to wild 
ducks by Massachusetts; to wood 
ducks by Maine and Vermont; and to 
doves and swans by North Dakota. 
Novel features of new legislation 
were the prohibiting of the belling of 
dogs or the use of other noise-produe- 
ing devices in wild-fowl shooting in 
Delaware, and the prohibiting by 
North Dakota of the use of automo- 
biles in duck hunting. 

Rhode Island shortened its shore 
bird season, opening October 15 in- 
stead of July 15. Tennessee prohibited 
the sale of quail and robins. North 
Carolina revoked the authority of the 
Audubon Society to issue permits for

Before the advent of trap-shooting, 
live-bird shooting, with real pigeons as 
targets, was in vogue; but fortunately 
public sentiment and humane legisla- 
tion have virtually exterminated this 
so-called sport. European noblemen 
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may still continue to “hunt” game re- 
leased at the very muzzle of a firearm; 
but this sort of thing is too unsports- 
manlike for the average American. 

Glass balls and “clay pigeons” — 
baked dises of clay — successively fol- 
lowed live-birds in trap-shooting; bvt 
both of these targets were open to sev'i- 
ous objections, as were the imperfect 
traps at first used to impel the targets. 
The “birds” now in use are a composi- 
tion of tar mixed silt from river bot- 
toms, and pressed into shape by hy- 
draulic molds to insure uniform hard- 
ness, shape and thickness. The modern 
traps are marvels of mechanical perfec- 
tion, and are capable of throwing the 
targets at a dozen different angles and 
to simulate closely the flight of real 
birds.
